DEMANDS REINSTATEMENT. 


Several Statesmen are Feeling

A SCARED STATE OFFICIAL. 


‘Conmection Between the Coyote- 
scalp Scheme and the Bill to Re- 
strict Racing—Large-sized Sene- 
gsambian in the Wood Pile.

SACRAMENTO, Feb. 18.—[Special 
Dispatch.] If George McCalvey tells 
all he knows about coyote-scalp com- 
bines he will tell a story that will star- 
tle the State and shake from the high 
position they now occupy at least two 
members of the Legislature and pos- 
sibly a third, besides bringing disgrace 
on another State official. Whether or 
not these disclosures are made rests 
with members of the Senate 
Committee, which today gave a 
to the discharged book-keeper 
Secretary of State’s office behi 

The story of. McCalvey’s trip to 
._Bakersfield in pursuit of a plan to se- 
cure a power of attorney from holders 
of $82,000 worth of claims to coyote- 
scalp bounties will be remembered by 
readers of The Times’ special dis- 
patches from this city. McCalvey pro- 
posed a fee of $8000 or $10,000 to take 
charge of these claims and secure fa- 
vorable action by the Legislature, he 
being familiar with the history of the 
claims, their treatment at the session 
of two years ago, by the courts and 
by the State Board of Examiners. His 
mission to Bakersfield was a failure, 
as the claims of all but one claimant 
had been placed in the hands of a cer- 
tain legislator, whose name McCalvey 
refused to divulge at present. 

Senator Smith, at an executive meet- 
ing of the Senate Finance Committee 
two weeks ago, stated that he had re- 
ceived a letter from Bakersfield parties 
announcing that McCalvey had been 
there trying to make a deal. What 
Smith's object was in stating this to the 
committee, unless he feared similar let- 
ters might be sent to other members 
and influence them to unfavorable ac- 
tion because of the apparent profit to 
attorneys in handling these claims, is 
not known. At all events, an effort 
was made to hush up the story, but it 
leaked out, and despite Smith’s refusal 
to talk further, he was publicly credited 
with having made such a statement. 
Smith advocated these claims, two 
years ago, when many of the people of 
his own county were opposed to them, 
he defending his course on the allega- 
tion that the State had contracted to 
pay bounties and should do so, even 
though the Supreme Court knocked out 
the act. 

When Secretary of State Brown 
heard the story of McCalvey’s doings 
he nearly had a fit of ague, for, being 
a member of the Board of Examiners, 
who are familiar with these claims, 
he feared suspicion might be cast upon 
him, as McCalvey was in his oftice. 
The latter was called upon to resign 
and did so, openly acknowledging his 
actions and exonerating Brown. He 
declared that had he obtained these 
contracts he would have resigned his 
place and given his attention to urging 
these claims as an attorney. Since his 
resignation, McCalvey has been de- 
manding a hearing at the hands of the 
Finance Committee, and last Tueslay 
he was notified to appear. His aitor- 
ney, Frank Sprague, could not be pres- 
ent, so the hearing was contiaued to 
4 o’clock this afternoon, when it took 
place, secretly, in room 41. 

McCalvey stated his case in about 
the same particulars as heretofore told, 
and asked the committee to exonerate 
him from wrong-doing. The sentiment 
was expressed by Senators Voorhies, 
Wolfe and Henderson that McCalvey 
should be exonerated. Smith sat silent 
in a corner, and when asked if he de- 
sired to question McCalvey, said he had 
no questions to put. Wolfe and Hen- 
derson declared that Secretary Brown 
ought to be asked to reinstate the 
book-keeper, and the sentiment of Sen- 
ators Linder, Franck, Luchsinger, La 
Rue and Flint was also friendly, until 
after McCalvey had left the room, when 
a discussion arose as to whether Mc- 
Calvey had not aired his grievance in 
the newspapers, thus trying a force 


action favorable to himself. Senator 


‘Langford not being present, he tom 
no part in the discussion. 

Without charging that such is the 
case, the fact that the clerk cf: the 
Finance Committee is a newspaper 
man, should absolve McCalvey from 
the charge of giving the story to the 
press. At all events, if McCalvey ‘1s 
not éxonérated and an entry to that 
effect placed upon the books of the 
committee, his friends say he will he 
forced in his own behalf to tell the 
story that lies back of his mission, and 
the subsequent developments, and that 
it will be a sorry tale for those af- 
fected. The committee may meet again 
tomorrow, but it is probable that it 
will not be before Thursday nxt. Mean- 
time McCalvey is securing evidence to 
strengthen his case. 

At a meeting of the Committee on 
Public Morals tonight Assemblyman 
Emmons's bill closing race tracks ex- 
cept a short period at certain seasons 
of the year was brought up for discus- 
sion. This bill, as heretofore told in 
The Times’ special dispatches, has the 
reputation of being drawn solely for the 
purpose of forcing Assemblymeén Bett- 
man and Dennery and others friendly to 
the racing people to vote for the Coy- 
ote Claims Bill. The Bakersfield As- 
semblyman appeared before the com- 
mittee and was asked as to the author- 
ship and purport of the bill. He de- 
clined to discuss it further than to ex- 
plain its provisions, saying that he 
would defend his action on the floor of. 
the House whenever necessary. He 
stated afterward to a newspaper man 
that he was cross-examined much as 
if he had been a criminal. He defended 
the bill on moral grounds. 

Sam Leake, secretary of the Pacific 
Coast Jockey Club Association, and 
prominent horsemen were present at 
the meeting and Leake made a state- 
ment as to the injurious effect the bill 
would have on the racing interests in 
San Francisco, Oakland, Los Angeles 
and the State generally. There was a 
great deal of money invested, he said, 
in horseflesh and track property, much 
of which would be lost if the bill be- 
came a law. 

Telegrams from A. B. Spreckels and 
Tom Williams, horse lov- 
ers, were read, asking a continuance of 
the hearing until they could be present, 
and the committee decided to postpone 
action, after going into executive ses- 
sion. 

It was very evident that the commit- 
tee was aware of the statements that 
had been made concerning the real na- 
ture of the bill, and Chairman Bettman 
announced that he, for one, would de- 
fend his action toward the bill in the 
House, and asked the unanimous sup- 
port of the committee to the same end, 
which. will probably be afforded him. 

Emmons, who was the star cross-ex- 
aminer of witnesses during the Duck- 
worth hearing, and who is considered 
asa purist, is in a sweat tonight over 
this bill, very much as Smith is over the 
coyote scalp disclosures. They have 
had frequent conferences of late, and 
it is probable they realize the light in 
which they have. been placed. in their 
advocacy of these measures To @ll ap- 
pearances, however, -Bmmons mtro- 
duced this bill im e+0@ faith, though he, 
like Smith, believes thetcoyote-scalp 
claims are just and showld be paid, and 
he might not have been upwilling that 
his bill should have had its effect in 
breaking down hostility to these claims. 


"FALSE AS HELL,” 


Heated Language Used by Assembly- 
man Dennery, 
[BY THE TIMES’ SPECIAL WIRE. ] 

SACRAMENTO, Feb. 18.—[Special 
Dispatch.] Caminetti’s motion to re- 
consider the printing bills passed yes- 
terday virtually amounted to nothing, 
the Assembly voting down reconsid- 
eration by a viva voce vote. 

There was a rattling encounter be- 
tween Shanahan and Dennery over 
resolution to appoint a _ special joint 
committee to investigate the printing 
office. The Senate struck out Dibble’s 
provision for experts and accountants 
to be appointed by the minority, and 
insisted on the committee appointing 
its own help. The House today refused 
to concur in the amendment, and it 
was during the debate over this. that 
Shanahan accused Price and Dennery 
of wanting to keep the minority from 
being represented in the investigation, 
and that their position as friends of 
the State Printing Office did not war- 
rant them im taking any Part in the 
discussion. 

Dennery jumped to his feet, and 
shaking his finger at the member from 
Shasta, declared the latter’s statements 
were “False. as false as hell!’”’ 

Shanahan retorted: “Iam willing to 
meet the gentleman on any proposition 
he may suggest, but I cannot answer 
him in language so unbecoming a gen- 
tleman as that used by him. but I can 
meet him as I said before, and am 
willing to meet him on any proposi- 
tion he may see fit to make.” 

There was considerable excitement 
after this announcement, but Dennery 
did not take up the challenge, and 
the matter was dropped. 

The bill appropriating $20,000 for con- 
tingent expenses of the Assembly was 
the cause of another heated debate, in 
which Caminetti raked the majority 
fore and aft, quoting figures to show 
that the present session would prob- 
ably cost the taxpayers of the State 
$80,000, or nearly $20,000 more than any 
previous Legislature. 

Cutter made just as strong a talk 
against the minority’s economical pre- 
tenses, saying the Governor two years. 
age pocketed a bill providing for the 
reduction of the number of legislative 
attachés, which would have saved the 
State much money. 

The bill making an appropriation for 
the contingent fund passed.

CANTON, Feb. 18.—[Special Dis- 
patch.) Maj. McKinley is improving 
daily in health but he has not recov- 
ered his usual strength. His physician 
still urges upon him the necessity of 
rest, and will not permit him to see 
callers. The President-elect has seen 
no visitors this week, and will not be 
able to see any. 

It is settled now that only those who 
come by appointment and whom he 
feels that he wishes to see and consult 
will be received by the President-elect. 
He has given his time generously to 
the public, and the few days which re- 
main must be given to the work of re- 
storing his health, settling up personal 
affairs, and considering several impor- 
tant matters connected with the next 
administration, 

Upon the advice of his physicion, Maj. 
McKinley has had to recal his promise 
to attend a large public reception which 
the people of Canton had arranged to 
give him on Monday next. The phy- 
Sicilian thinks it would be unwise to 
expose himself to the risk of fatigue 
and of catching additional cold.

McCOOK CHOSEN. 


The Law Portfolio Goes to a Cele- 
brated New Yorker. 
(BY THE TIMES’ SPECIAL WIRE] 

CANTON (0.,) Feb. 18.—[{Special Dis- 
patch.] Another step toward t*:e com- 
pletion of Maj. McKinley's Cabinet has 
been practically concluded. Col. John 
J. McCook of New York has been defi- 
nitely selected for the Attorney-Gener- 
alship. 

The public announcement of this fact 
will not, as has already been intimated 
in these dispatches, be made for several 
days, possibly not until Maj. McKinley 
reaches Washington. 

Whatever efforts may be made to ob- 
scure the information, its truth cannot 
be gainsaid, and time will give it proof. 
The appointment is in many ways a 
notable one, and illustrates what has 
been pointed out many times before, 
that Maj. McKinley is making his Cab- 
inet, and that having once fully deter- 
mined in his own mind the fitness of 
his selection is not to be turned from 
his decision by calumny or misrepre- 
sentation. That fact has been proven 
in a number of instances during the 
past few months. 

It found illustration in the case of 
Judge Joseph McKenna of California, 
whose adherence to the Roman Catholic 
faith made him the target for many 
attacks by less tolerant persons. The 
matter was fully considered by Maj. 
McKinley, and he decided and so in- 
formed his prospective Secretary of the 
Interior that his Cabinet was not being 
made up on denominational lines. He 
knew Judge McKenna’s worth and he 
could not be turned aside by any at- 
tacks based upon mere prejudice or in- 
tolerance. 

It was ilustrated again in the case of 
Gen. Russell Alger of Detroit. He be- 
came convinced that Gen. Alger’s mili- 
tary record was good and the attacks 
made upon him only strengthened Maj. 
McKinley's belief in his fitness for the 
position. 

Col. McCook’s appointment is a 
“fresh” illustration of the same char- 
acteristic and the manner of his selec- 
tion and the story of Col. McCook’s 
life are alike interesting and remark- 
able. It was something of a chance af- 
fair that brought him under Maj. Mc- 
Kinley’s eye. Cornelius N. Bliss had 
declined the naval portfolio after hav- 
ing first accepted it. The New York 
factions could not agree upon another 
member. Gen. Stewart L. Woodford 
was urged by the Platt people with a 
zeal that has had no parallel in the 
history of the new Cabinet. He was 
unsatisfactory to the anti-Platt and 
“original McKinley” leaders. About 
this time Col. McCook was asked to 
go out and meet Mr. Hanna. They met 
at the Union Club in Cléveland on the 
day following one of Mr. Hanna's vis- 
its to Canton and Mr. Hanna casually 
remarked that he had seen Maj. Mc- 
Kinley the day before and had men- 
tioned Col. McCook’s name to him. 

“T think,” said he, “the Major woulc 
be glad to have you call on him.” 

McCook and McKinley were not un- 


known to each other by any means, anc 
Col. McCook came down to Canton 
'They spent a delightful evening to- 
gether, but not a word was uttered by 
the President-elect that conveyed to 
his guest the idea that he was under 
consideration for office. Meanwhile Mc- 
Kinléy was studying his guest. He was 
greatly impressed and delighted wit! 
him. He did not say so, but he deter- 
mined that night that McCook was one 
of the men he would keep in mind for 
the New York appointment. The in- 
ability of the New York faction to 
agree made McCook each.day more 
prominent. 

Then came the John E. Searles visit, 
and the subsequent connection by a 
sensational New York paper of Me- 
Cvok’s name with the sugar king’s 
mission. Whatever John E. Seartes 
came out to Canton for, it was not for 
Cabinet-making. That is absoiutely 
rertain. Maj. McKintey knew it aiso. 
He recognized the injustice of the at- 
tack and he resentcd it. He walied 
‘or further information conceraing Col. 
MeCook’s H« found that while 
it was true that he was a corporation 
lawyer he was a man of the highest 
attainments and of irreproachable 
character. Correspondence with leading 
business men in New York, Chicago 
and elsewhere where Col. McCook was 
known only strengthened his detc"- 
mination. Correspondence with Col. 
McCook followed, and the appointmern: 
Was practically determined during the 
visit of Chairman Hanna, whom Maj. 
McKinley was most anxious t» bring 
into his Cabinet at the same time he 
did Col... McCook. 

Col. McCook is not only a native of 
Ohio, but a member of the famous 
“Fighting McCook” familv. He !8 a 
cousin of Gen. Anson T. McCook, the 
present City Chamberlain of New York, 
and a brother of the late George W. 
McCook of Steubenville, and of Gen. 
Alexander McDowell McCook, U.S.A., 
who represented the Unitel States at 
the coronation of the Czar of Russia. 
His tncome in New York as a member 
of the firm of Alexander & MoCcok ex- 
ceeds that of a Cabinet officer many 
times. Col. McCook feels, however, 
that his country is as much entitled to 
his services now as when he was 4 
beardless boy on Crittenden’s staff, and 
is willing to make the sacritice. [lis 
exnerience as the representative of 
great corporations makes him ajl the 
better equipped to combat the trusts.

LONDON, Feb. 18.—Mr. Gladstone, 
who recently telegraphed a message 
from Cannes to the Chronicle regard- 
ing® the Cretan situation, as already 
reported by the Associated Press, when 
asked for an opinion concerning the 
proposed blockade of the Greek port 
of Piraeus, again wired the Chronicle 
as follows: “I have no information suf- 
ficient for judging, but I detest the 
whole idea of using force in behalf of 
Turkey, which I think has become an 
outlaw.” 

The Athens correspondent of the 
Chronicle declares on what is pro- 
nounced absolute authority, that all 
the reserves will be called out. Among 
other things this correspondent says: 
“The King is to take command of the 
Greek forces if the Turks attack the 
frontier. The secret committee here 
has several thousand armed volunteers 
ready to enter Macedonia if Greece 
is provoked.” 

A dispatch to the Standard from Mos- 
cow says: “In the event of certain exi- 
gencies it is already arranged that Ger- 
man troops are to traverse the Rus- 
sian territory and cojperate with the 
Russian forces in the Kieff. district.” 

A dispatch to the Daily News from 
Canea says: “There is no confirmation 
of the rumor that the Cretans have 
massacred 230 Moslems in the Sitia 
district. Two Italians have been sent 
with a gunboat io make inquiries.” 

The correspondent of the Times says 
he is informed on the best authority 
that Col. Vassos is complying with 


the powers’ Injunction to abstain from 
active hostilities. A dispatch to the

NEW YORK, Feb. 18.—In response 
to a cable message to His Majesty, the 
King of Greece, the New York World 
has received the following: 

“ATHENS (Greece,) Feb. 18.—After 
six months of waiting, the reforms im- 
posed upon Turkey by the great powers 
are not put into execution. The Turks 
oppose the organization of the gen- 
darmerie (constables.) On February 3 
the Turkish troops began the massa- 
cres. The Christian quarters at Canea 
were burned. About 150,000 women and 
children are refugees today in Greece. 

“The Cretans, in despair, proclaimed 
their independence and union with 
Greece. The Hellenic government sent 
a small army to occupy Crete in order 
to restore order and peace. Five great 
powers occupy the four towns of Canea, 
Retimo.

MAJORITY REVERSED 


CONGRESSMAN KENDALL OF 
KENTUCKY UNSEATED. 


The House Declares Hopkins En- 
titled to the Seat Despite the 
Commiuttee’s Findings. 


BRIEF SESSION OF THE SENATE. 


BRITISH ARBITRATION TREATY 
AGAIN SIDETRACKBD. 


Judae Amidon of North Dakota Con- 
firmed After a Spirited Contest. 
Southern Pactic Claim Go- 
ing Through. 


[RY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—The House 
today, by a vote of 197 to 91, reversed 
the finding of a majority of the Elec- 
tions Committee and declared the con- 
tested election case of Hopkins vs. 
Kendall, from the Tenth Kentucky Dis- 
trict, in favor of the contesting Repub- 
lican. Eleven Republicans and three 
Democrats voted in favor of the un- 
seating of Kendall. 

The House adopted the conference re- 
ports on the bill to pension the widows 
of Maj.-Gen. Stoneman and Gén. Julius 
Stahl, $50 and $75 respectively. 
Consideration of the Hopkins-Kendall 
contested-election case from the Tenth 
Kentucky District was resumed. Royce 
of Indiana (Rep.,) a member of the 
committee who signed the minority re- 
port, took the floor in support of the 
contestant’s claim. 
Mr. Dinsmore of Arkansas (Dem.) 
spoke in favor of the majority report. 
Mr. Linney of North Carolina (Rep.,) 
the other member of the committee who 
signed the minority report, made a 
characteristic speech in behalf of Hop- 
kins. 
Mr. Moody of Massachusetts (Rep.,) 
one of the majority members of the 
committee, explained that his interpre- 
tation of the law, compelled him to 
sign the report. But the fraud was 
palpable, and he would not be greatly 
dissatisfied if the House rejected the 
report. 
The vote was taken first on the mi- 
nority report, declaring Hopkins, the 
contestant. entitled to @¢he seat. The 
minority report was adopted, 197 to 91, 
and amid a round of applause Mr. Hop- 
kins appeared at the bar of the House 
and took the oath of office. Eleven Re- 
publicans and three Populists voted 
with the Democrats in favor of allow- 
ing the sitting member to retain his 
seat. These Republicans were Adams 
of Pennsylvania, Cook of Illinois, Dan- 
iels of New York, Gillette of Massa- 
chusetts, Henry of Connecticut, Moody 
of Massachusetts, Otjen of Wisconsin, 
Radney of Missouri, Simpkins of Massa- 
chusetts and Leonard of Pennsylvania. 
ENATE PROCEEDINGS. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—The open 
session of the Senate today lasted only 
twenty minutes, during which minor 
business was transacted, the remainder 
of the day was spent in executive ses- 
sion. 
Only five Senators were present when 
the session: of the Senate opened to- 
day, but the galleries were crowded 
with ladies hére to attend the Mothers’ 
Congress. 

Mr. Vilas of Wisconsin secured the 
passage of the Senate bill “to extend 
the use of the mail service."’ It pro- 
vides for the use of patent postal card 
and envelope, with coupons attached. 
The Postmaster-General is authorized 
to suspend the system, if it proves un- 
satisfactory on test. 

After twenty minutes, the Senate, on 
Mr. Sherman's motion, went into exec- 
utive session. 

The Senate adjourned at 6:30 o'clock 
tonight, after spending six hours in 
executive session, devoted to the con- 
sideration of the nomination of Hon. 
Cc. F. Amidon to be District Judge of 
North Dakota, and of the Anglo- 
American arbitration treaty. A great 
part of the time was given up to the 
judgship question, and the treaty was 
not reached until after 5 o’clock, after 
Mr. Amidon’s confirmation. 

It had been the intention of the 
friends of the treaty to make an ex- 
traordinary effort to secure, if possible, 
its disposition before adjournment to- 
day, but their plans were frustrated by 
Senators who were more anxious to se- 
cure action upon nominations. There 
were two yea-and-nay votes during the 
day, bearing on the treaty. In the 
first, which was the contest between 
the treaty and the nominations, as to 
which would have precedence, the 
treaty was lost. 

In the second, on a motion to ad- 
journ, which was antagonized princi- 
pally by the friends of the treaty, the 
treaty won, as adjournment at that 
time was prevented. Both votes were 
close and neither was specially signifi- 
cant. 

ARBITRATION TREATY SHELVED. 

WASHINGTON, Feb, 18.—Soon after 
the Senate went into executive session 
there was a contest as to whether the 
arbitration treaty should be considered 
or nominaion be taken up. On a yea 
and nay vote. those who desired to 
consider the nominations, were victor- 
ious. Many Senators who favor the 
treaty voted to take up nominagions. 
The vote was significant as showing 
that the majority of the Senate do not 
believe a vote can be reached on the 
treaty. 


NEW TARIFF BILL. 


Coal and Tobacco Schedules Fixed 
by the Committee. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.} 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—The Re- 
publican members of the Ways and 
Means Committee took an important 
step today in their work on the new 
tariff bill, by deciding to restore the 
MeKinley rates on coal and coke. These 
rates were 75 cents per ton of twenty- 
eight bushels on bituminous and shale 
and 30 cents on coal slack, such as will 
pass through a half-inch screen. The 
presemt rates are 40 cents and 15 cents. 
Coke is advanced from 15 to 20 per cent. 
ad valorem. The changes were made 
in response to a general demand from 
the coal interests, whose representa- 
tives declared the Wilson rates had in- 
fecreased Canadian competition so 
greatly that he American mine own- 
ers had been obliged to reduce wages to 
keep in the field. 

The first conference of the week 
dealt with the tobacco schedule and, 
although no final agreement had been 
reached, there is a practical under- 
standing that the new bill will return 
to the McKinley rates on tobacco, ex- 
cept on the grade known as filler.

NAVAL AFFAIRS, 


Price to Be Paid for Armor Plate 

Limited.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—The House 
Committee on Naval Affairs, which is 
working on the Naval Appropriation 
Bill, spent most of the day in discuss- 
ing the question of the price to be paid 
for armor plate. The question was fin- 
ally disposed of by the addition of a 


‘paragraph to the bill authorizing the 


Secretary of the Navy to contract for 
steel armor of domestic manufacture 
for the three battleships now being con- 
structed, and appropriating a sum not 
exceeding $3,210,000 for the purpose. It 
is estimated that 8026 tons of armor 
plate will be needed for these ships, 
so that this provision limits the cost 
to $400 a ton. 

A substitute e offered by Repre- 
sentative McCall Iimiting the appro- 
priation to $2,808,750, which would have 
limited the price to $350 per ton, but 
this was voted down. 

Another proposition was made to 
strike the words “of domestic manu- 
facture’ from the armor clause, which 
also failed. Members of the commit- 
tee who favored this proposition argued 
that the hearings showed that there 
was no competition between the Amér- 
ican firms engaged in the manufacture 
of armor plate, and that the govern- 
ment should have an opportunity to 
buy of foreign firms, as American firms 
a selling armor to Russia-at $250 a 
on.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—After a 
protracted session, lasting nearly all 
day, the Senate, by a vote of 35 to 14, 
confirmed the nomimation of Charles F.

SECRETARY HERBERT VISITS 
THE FLEET AT CHARLESTON. 


He is Given Brilliant Reception 
and Makes a Patriotic Address 


to the Carolinans. 

PRAISE FOR BOTH ARMIES. 


NO ENBMIES OF THE UNION IN THE 
CAROLINAS NOW: 


The Secretary Bestows a Gold Medal 
Upon the Brave Landsman Who 
Jamped into the Turbulent 
Sea to Save a Cadet.

CHARLESTON (S. C.,) Feb. 18.— 
There was a great gathering tonight 
at the Charleston Hotel, where the 
Chamber of Commerce served their an- 
nual banquet, with Secretary Herbert 
as the guest of honor. The Secretary, 
with Admiral] Bunce and his staff the 
captains and executive officers of the 
warships, and the Governor of South 
Carolina were the invited guests. The 
banquet room was beautifully deco- 
rated and covers were laid for 200 
guests. A delightful collation was 
served. 


After the last course, President Mc- 
Gahan of the Chamber of Commerce 
made a short address of welcome and 
concluded by introducing Mayor 
Smythe, who responded to the toast, 
“Charleston’s Greeting to Her Honored 
Guests.” The next toast, “Our Coun- 
try,”” was drunk standing. “Our Coun- 
try’s Navy” was responded to by Sec- 
retary Herbert. He was ven the 
closest attention and was frequently 
interrupted with enthusiastic applause. 

After thanking the Chamber of Com- 
merce for its welcome to his native 
State, Secretary Herbert paid a warm 
tribute to the men and women of South 
Carolina, in the course of which he 
said: “Here was the home of the sol- 
diers who fought at the Cowpens, at 
Mobile del Rey and the Chapultepec, 
of those who carried the palmetto em- 
blem in 60 many battlefields for the 
Confederacy and of those who held this 
city of Charleston and Fort Sumter 
against soldiers and sailors as brave 
as ever shed blood in the cause of their 
country. I am proud, my fellow-citi- 
zens of South Carolina to callto mind 
that I am by birth a Carolinian, but I 
am more gratified still to be reminded 
by the toast which you have proposed 
and to which I respond, of the broafer 
fact that you and I are Americans, fel- 
low-countrymen of all those who live 
under the flag that is carried by our 
country’s navy. , 

“It was a generation ago when a fleet 
floating the Stars and Stripes lay off 
Charleston Harbor. You greeted that 
fleet with shot and shell and torpedoes. 
Tonight another fleet bearing that same 
flag lies off your harbor and you wel- 
come its gallant officers to this mag- 
nificent banquet, and not all the search- 
lights in that fleet could find in this 
city of Charleston a single enemy to 
the union of the States. 

“All of us here this evening, however 
we may have stood in the civil war, 
live to recall the deeds done around 
Charileston.in the brave days from 1861 
to 1865, whether by Federals of Con- 
federates. 

“Victor Hugo extols as beyond: com- 
parison the contemptuous answer given 
by the French officer to the English 
-Gen,. Picton, when he rede up and asked 
‘the surrender of a hollow square of the 
Old Guard that was melting away un- 
der a deadly fire from all] sides, “ And 
writers never tire of telling us of the 
discipline and devotion of the Roman 
soldier as illustrated by the remains 
of a centurion dug out of the ruins of 
Herculaneum, where, standing erect at 
his post. he had been overwhelmed by 
the lava; but beyond and above 
these seem to me to. stand the 
heroism of Lieut. Dixon and Capt. 
Carlton and the five men who, with a 
little torpedo boat, sank the Housa- 
tonic in these waters. 

“Five times this boat had sunk be- 
fore she could be brought to bear upon 
the enemy; each time all her crew, ex- 
cept one at one time and three at an- 
other, had perisnhceu beneath the water, 
but there were always volunteers to 
man the little craft. The sixth crew 
Was successful. They sank the Housa- 
tonic, but for the sixth time the tor- 
pedo boat went down with her crew. 
When, after the war, the wrecks were 
being removed, the little boat was dis- 
ecvered on the bottom about a hundred 
yards from the Housafonic. Mvery 
was at his post. How happens it that 
the fleet that blockades Charleston 
Harbor in 1897 is sent here by a Secre- 
tary who is an ex-Confederate svuldier’ 
And how does it happen that the peo- 
ple of the North and South are better 
friends, and that the prospects of a 
perpetual union are more assured today 
than at any time from the founé@ation 
of our government down to 1860? 

“The change has grown out of the 
nature and character of the issues that 
were at stake in the civil war and out 
of the broad-mindedness of the Ameri- 
can people. With secession and slav- 
ery both out of the way there was noth- 
ing left to divide the North from the 
South but passion and prejudice. 
Mutual respect and admiration took 
the place of the hatred and ignorance 
that had inspired the combat. The 
people of the North came to see that 
the government of the fathers could not 
endure with some ofthe Statesin sub- 
jection to others, and they also saw 
that the men who were capable of such 
heroic sacrifices as the Confederates 
had displayed, could be honest and true 
when they renewed their allegiance to 
the Union. 

“Our country’s new navy, which typi- 
fies the might and majesty of the 
union of the States, was’built up by the 
joint efforts of those who had supported 
the Confederacy and those who had 
helped to maintain the Union. Its 
ships, its guns, its torpedoes are 
equal to any in the world. Its officers 
represent every Congress district in 
the land; they represent the bravery 
and devotion that made such resplen- 
dent records for the armies and navies 
of the Union and of the Confederacy.” 

“The North Atlantic Squadron” was 
responded to by Admiral Bunce.

EAST INDIAN REBELS. 


SPANIARDS WHIPPING THEM INTO 
SUBJECTION,. 


A Decisive Battle Bxpected Soon. 
All Their Leaders Shot or Im- 
prisoned—A Motley Crew of In- 
surgents — Suffering of Their 


ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

NEW YORK, Feb. 18.—A dispatch to 
the Herald from Manila says: Gen. La 
Chambre, who has occupied Santo Do- 
mingo, is now advancing on Silling, 
Cornell and Marina and will attack the 
rebel forces within three days. 

The number of troops employed is not 
published. The batteries employed are 
two Krupp batteries of eight centi- 
metres, one battery of nine and two 
mortars of fifteen centimetres. With 
Gen. La Chambre is Gen. Marina, who 
takes one battery of artillery of eight 
centimetres. 

From all reports it would seem 
that if the Spaniards are lucky enough 
to inflict a decisive chastisement upon 
the rebels in Cavita the entire revolu- 
tion will collapse. The absence of a 
real leader must tell upon the rebels, 
as all their principal men are either in 
the fortress here or have been shot 
by the authorities. Francisco Rojas,. 
the millionaire and friend of Gen. 
Blanco Rizal, the doctor and idol of the 
Philippine Indians; Luna, the artist 
whose picture won a gold medal at the 
Paris Exposition, and every other na- 
tive or half caste of wealth or influ- 
ence in the Catipunan, or inner circle 
of conspirators, which the natives cre- 
ated for their own purposes inside the 
lodges of Masonry, into which the 
Spaniards confidently initiated them, 
years ago, are in the toils of the law 
and may be shot any day. 

An immense amount of suffering has 
been inflicted on the families of those 
misguided men. In dozens of cases 
large estates of those implicated have 
been embargoed by the government, 
and people formerly opulent are re- 
duced to poverty. Even some natite 
Catholic priests are among the prison- 
ers, seven at least having been tempted 
into the plot. 

The machinations of the rebels seem 
to have permeated all quarters and 
they have taken in their withering 
grasp natives and half-breeds in every 
station of life, from the millionaire 
property owner, local governor, lawyer, 
government clerk, official doctor or pro- 
fessor in the college to the most ignor- 
ant and poorest fisherman and domestic 
servant in foreign or Spanish employ. 
Indeed it would be difficult to find a 
parallel for such widespread treachery. 

The rebels believe that if they can 
get rid of the Spaniards they can run 
the country and pay no more taxes. 
Every one will have plenty to eat, noth- 
ing to do and pay no “‘cedula”’ or other 
tax toanybody. Their ideas are largely 
socialistic. This is the simple argu- 
ment which the agents use everywhere 
to beat up recruits and to get the peas- 
ants to join their ranks. As an illustra- 
tion of these delightful tenets the wash- 
ermen, who have mostly all turned 
rebels, walked off with half the ward- 
robes of male and female Manila, for 
every one uses white tropical clothing 
the year round and consequently for a 
time the rebels were the best dressed 
gentlemen in the Philippines, while their 
lucklss customers were getting mew 
clothes together. 


THE TEXAS SAFE. 


Lying in Deep Water Awaiting Her

AGRA, Feb. 18.—[Copyrighted, 1897, 
by the Associated Press.] The special 
reporter of the Associated Press who 
is visiting the famine-stricken districts 
of India, has inspected the central na- 
tive States and Bundelkund district. 
People from the former have been 
flocking into British territory for the 
past month, and hundreds of starving 
persons are meeting the trains and 
begging as their only means of sub- 
Sistence. The villages are turning the 
refugees away, and many are dying 
on the rails. Walking from one sta- 
tion to another, the correspondent 
found five dead bodies along the line. 
Children are deserted and left to for- 
age for ‘themselves. 

The rajahs were the last in starting | 
relief works, and then the mischief was 
already done. 

The mortality is awful at Baikia. 
the blackest spot of the Bundelkund 
province, where out of a population of 
700,000, 200,000 are receiving reiief. The 
number is ‘expected to reach 300,000. 

PLAGUE VICTIMS AT BOMBAY. 

BOMBAY, Feb. 18.—Since the out- 
break of the plague, 6853 cases have 
been reported in this city, and 56443 
deaths have been recorded. In Bombay 
presidency 9911 cases and 8006 deaths 
from the plague have occurred.

LONDON, Feb. 18.—The Secretary of 
State for the Colonies, Joseph Cham- 
berlain, announced in the House of 
Commons today that an official tele- 
gram had been received from the Brit- 
ish agent at Pretoria, the capital of 
Transvaal, 6n Tuesday, containing a 
bill of indemnity presented by the 
Transvaal as a result of the Jameson 
raid. The bill is divided into two heads. 
The first asks for the payment of £677,- 
938 30s 3d, as a material charge, and 
under the second head the Transvaal 
asks for £1,000,000 for moral and intel- 
lectual damage. 

Mr. Chamberlain further said that 
the foregoing demands do not include 
the legitimate private claims which 
may be advanced. 

The telegram from the British agent 
also says that the indemnity is to be 
paid by the British government, “or 
caused to be paid by them,” apparently 
suggesting that the government compel 
the British Chartered South Africa 
Company to pay it, or in default, that - 
the government must foot the bill.

ALASKA WORKING FOR REPRE-

Suicide of a Despondent Farmer. 
The Oregon Deadlock Unbroken. 
A New Japanese Steamship 
Headed for Tacoma. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 18.—The 
most violent storm that has visited 
the Coast this winter was ushered in 
on the wings of a forty-mile breeze 
today, coming from the northwest. 

The hardest part of the disturbance 
was experienced tonight. The eleme ts 
increased their fury after darkness d 
set in, and traveling on the streets 
was anything but pleasant. 

The wind kept up a velocity of from 
thirty-five to forty miles and the sud- 
den gusts that always followed tem- 
porary lulls created havoc with the 
umbrellas and clothes of pedestrians 
who were unfortunate enough tu be out 
while wind, hail and rain raged. 

This storm, that has come laden with 
rain and hail, has reached out all over 
the State and from Eureka to San 
Diego it reigns supreme. In the upper 
portion of the Sacramento Valley it 
has been accompanied by particularly 
cold weather, and at Red Bluff the 
farmers have been treated to a snow- 


storm, the heaviest in years. 

Snow is falling along both lines of 
the railroad that pass over the Sierras 
and the company is making prepara- 
tions to cope with the elements in the 
vicinity of Sissons and the Summit. 

In this city tonight the barometer 
registered 29.4 deg., making it reason- 
ably certain that the unplesaant 
weather will last for at least another 


day. 


OREGON DEADLOCK. 


Legislature May Adjourn Without 
Electing a Senator. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

SALEM (Or.,) Feb. 18.—A conference 
of Republican members of the joint 
Assembly was held this afternoon. The 
leading subject of debate was adjourn- 
ment sine die. There was a decided di- 
vision of sentiment and it was left un- 
decided, and the conference adjourned 
until tomorrow. It will then be once 
more taken up and a_e conclusion 
reached. The drift of opinion in the 
conference appeared to be that the ac- 
tion of the Senate would determine the 
adjournment problem. If that body 
adopts the resolution it follows that 
the legislative session will end at mid- 
night. If the Senate refuses to adopt 
it the effect will be to hold the mem- 
bers of the House here and rorganiza- 
tion will be the proabble result. Many 
members threaten to leave after tomor- 
row in any event, and some of them 
will carry out their intentions. But 
enough to constitute a quorum will re- 
main, always provided, of course, that 
the Senate refuses to pass the ad- 
gournment resolution. 

Judge C. H. Carey, one of Mitchell's 
advisers was seen tonight in refer- 
ence to the report that if forty-six 
members were not in joint session to- 
morrow a vote for Senator would be 
taken anyway. Mr. Carey said that the 
plan was “under discussion, but has 
not been determined upon definitely. 
Senator Mitchell has been advised that 
this proceeding would be perfectly le- 
gal, but has thus far been unwilling 
to adopt it.” 


BUTLER WAS A MARINE. 


Was Confined in a British Prison 
Ship for Theft. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

SAN FRANCISCO. Feb. 18.—Butler 
has been a marine in Her Majesty’s 
service, in addition to ‘his other occu- 
pations. He has been identified by two 
of his former shipmates. John Conway 
and Thomas Collins of this city, were 
at one time sailors on board H.M.S. 
Triumph. There was a marine on 
board by the name of Ashe. 

When the two old, sailors saw the pic- 
ture of Butler they recognized the face. 
Collins was positive the man was their 
old shipmate Ashe, and, to make sure, 
Conway went to see him a few days 
ago. Ashe was with Conway and Col- 
lins in 1886, when the Triumph, while 
on her way here from England, put 
into Chile. While there a detachment 
of men were put on board from the ship 
Liffey, which was then doing duty as 
a prison-ship for the confinement of 
minor offenders. Ashe was among 
these. He had been confined on board 
the Liffey for stealing a ring. At Vic- 
toria Conway and Collins, whose terms 
had expired, left the ship and lost 
sight of Ashe. At the City Prison Con- 
way and Butler recognized each other 
immediately, and they talked for some 
time. To Conway, it is understood, 
Butler outlined his proposed defense 
when he is tried in Australia, and also 
his reason for now being known as 
Weller. 


TIRED OF LIFE. 


A Prominent California Farmer 
Shoots Himself. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIKE.) 

WILLOWS, Feb. 18.—U. S. Nye, a 
prominent farmer of this county, com- 
mitted suicide this afternoon by shoot- 
ing himself in the head, at his resi- 
dence about twelve miles west of Wil- 
lows, on the Mendocino railroad. Last 
evening he complained of feeling ill. 
About noon today he requested his son 
and two daughters to withdraw from 
his room as he wished to sleep. About 
an hour later the household was 
alarmed by hearing the report of a 
pistol shot, and on rushing to Nye’s 
bedroom found him dead. Business re- 
verses and ill-health are supposed to 
have been the causes, of the suicide. . 


NOT ON THE BILLS. 


Acrobat Renfo Drops Forty Feet 
into a Bass Drum. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.} 

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 18.—An acro- 
bat at the Orpheum fell forty feet 
from a trapeze yesterday, and crashed 
through theebig bass drum. Incident- 
ally, he caused two women to faint, 
broke two music stands, scared the 
wits out of, but did not kill, a fiddler, 
as he might have done, and bruised 
himself slightly. 

The acrobat is one of the Renfo 
brothers, who perform a number of 
daring feats on a high trapeze sus- 
pended in front of the curtain, over 
the orchestra. The trapezes are sus- 
pended at opposite sides of a _ hori- 
zontal, rectangular frame. From one 
trapeze Jules Renfo hangs by his feet 


while his brother, Jaques, swings 
from. the other trapeze, his back turned 
to Jules. When’ Jaques has obtained 
sufficient impetus from his swinging 
he lets go the trapeze bar and so files 
to the outstretched hands of his 
brother. They were performing this 
feat yesterday afternoon, when, some- 
how or other, ‘ Jaques succeeded in 
getting only an insecure hold of one 
hand. Jules could not hold him, and 
he made a straight drop. 


POLLY GAVE THE ALARM. 


Nime Lives Saved by a Parrot. 
Hame Mansion Burned. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE. } 

OAKLAND, Feb. 18.—Nine lives were 
saved by a parrot in Piedmont yester- 
day. The shrill screams of the bird 
aroused the Hume family from slum- 
ber, to discover their mansion, on 
Piedmont avenue, in flames. George 
W. Hume, the well-known ship-owner, 
was the first one alarmed. He and his 
son Edward safely got the ladies of the 
household out of doors. Edward tried 
to telephone to the fire department, 
but as he called was compelled to 
leave the instrument, being driven out 
by smoke and flames. The beautiful 
home, with much of its valuable con- 
tents, was totally destroyed. Within 
a short time after the fire was discov- 
ered nothing was left save a blacken- 
ing masst of wood and bricks. 

The Hume mansion was one of the 
oldest homes in Piedmont. It was 
built twenty-three years ago in the 
center of a thirteen-acre tract, much 
of which is beautifully cultivated. 
Capt. Hume will rebuild. He carried 
$25,000 insurance, but his loss is esti- 
mated at twice that figure. 


ALASKA’S NEEDS. 


Congress Asked to Allow the Terri- 
tory Representation. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 18.—L. G. 
Kaufman, a director of the Business 
Men’s Association of Juneau, Alaska, is 
in this city as the representative of 
that organiation, to urge the Chamber 
of Commerce to memorialize Congress 
to grant Alaska one representative in 
the legislative body. 

Mr. Kaufman says that the commer- 
cial and mining interests of the great 
morthern Territory are suffering from 
the lack of representation in Congress. 
He has visited Geattle, Tacoma and 
Portland, and the commercial bodies of 
those cities have adopted resolutions 
urging Oongress to pass the bill now 
before it, giving Alaska a representa- 
tive, which bill ‘has been favorably re- 
ported by the Committee on Terri- 
tories. 

The officers of the San Francisco 
Chamber of Commerce have given Mr. 
Kaufman a memorial which will be _ 
warded to Washington at once. 
Chamber will supplement this action at 
its next regular meeting. 


AN ITALIAN DISPUTE, 


Two Lot-owners Contesting for a 
Narrow Strip. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 


SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 18.—There is 
a lively battle in progress in the Latin 
quarter for possession of two and one- 
half inches of land. Forty years ago 
Isadore Merle erected a building on the 
corner of Montgomery avenue and Du- 
pont streets. Recently this building 
was torn down and the erection of a 
new one commenced. The land adjoin- 
ing was owned by the Bocca family, 
which for many years has been at outs 
with Merle. The Boccas had their land 
surveyed and found that Merle’s new 
building would encroach two and a 
half inches on their property. Tuesday 
night under cover of darkness, the 
Boccas erected a frame work ‘on the 
side of their building which covered the 
disputed territory. An armed guard 
was left to see that Merle’s men should 
not tear down the frame work. Early 
this morning Merle, with a strong force 
of men, surprised the dozing guard and 
put them out. Today he applied for 
injunctions to restrain the Bocoas from 
further interference. 


ARIZONA LEGISLATURE, 


Prescott Gets the Prison and Phoe- 
nix a Capitol Buailding.

PHOENIX, Feb. 18.—The lower house 
of the Legislature today passed, by 
15 to 8, a bill removing the Territorial 
prison from Yuma to Prescott; also a 
bill authorizing the issuance of $100,000 
in bonds for the construction in Phoe- 
nix of a capitol building:

A MISSING SHIP. 


Took an Unusual Route and May 
Reach Port.

TACOMA (Wash.,) Feb. 18.—The third 
mate of the steamer Olympia tells a 
story which throws some light on the 
disappearance of the American shop T. 
F. Oakes, which sailed from Hong- 
kong for New York on July 4 last and 
has never been heard from since. She 
has since been reinsured at the heavy 
premium of 40 guineas. Mate Smith 
Says that just before the Oakes was 
ready to sail, Capt. Reed announced his 
intention of making a voyage to New 
York across the Pacific and around 
Cape Horn, trusting that the monsoon 
due at that time would enable him to 
make a quick passage to the Cape. This 
route is an unusual one, and it was not 
known until now that the captain of 
the Oakes had decided to take it. It is 
customary for vessels at Hongkong, 
when making the passage to New Ycrk 
direct, to sail through the China Sea, 
into the Indian Ocean by what is 
known as the eastern passage. Some 
shipping men think the Oakes may yet 
sail into New York uninjured. 


WAS NOT A WIFE. 


Quackenbush Wins His Suit Against 
Nancy Abbott. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 18.—Judge 
Seawell decided today against Nancy 
Abbott’s claim that she was the wife 
of Thomas L. Quackenbus by virtue 
of a contract marriage. He found from 
the evidence that while the couple 
had lived together the cohabitation had 
not been accompanied by such a mu- 
tual assumption of marital duties and 
responsibilities as the law requires to 
constitute a marriage under section 55 
of the Civil Code. 

This finding of the court disposes 
of Mrs. Abbott's suit for maintenance, 
and also, her suit to set aside the deeds 
by which Quackenbush recently con- 
veyed a million doHNars’ worth of prop- 
erty to his daughter. 

When the decision was announced 
Mrs. Abbott fainted. She was taken 
from the court by her son and a 
number of lady friends. With the re- 
turn of consciousness. she gave way 
to tears, and for a time refused to be 
comforted. 

It is probable that the case will be 
appealed. 


STEAMERS FOR TACOMA, 


A New Japanese Line to the Const 


to Be Established.

TACOMA (Wash.,) Feb. 18.—It is ru- 
mored in Japan that a new steamship 
company known as the Japan Volun- 
teer Steamship Company, will operate 
a line of steamers on the Pacific, with 
Tacoma as the terminal point.

DEATHIN THE PRIZE RING 


A FATAL GLOVE CONTEST AT CIN- 
CINNATI,. 


Two Colored Boys Pitted Against 
Each Other and One Kills the 
Other—Parties Responsible for 
the Tragedy Arrested. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 


CINCINNATI (0O.,) Feb. 18.—Benny 
Coleman, a little colored boy, met death 
in the ring of the Manhattan Athletic 
Club tonight, in the first round of his 
boxing bout with William Wright. 
While his limp body was being carried 
out of the arena and into a dressing- 
room by his geconds, the spectators, 
none of whom suspected the awful 
truth, cheered lustily for the little black 
boy, Wright, who had been proclaimed 
victor over him. 

Other bouts were called and decided 
and still the crowd was not aware that 
what they had witnessed in the first 
set-to was a tragedy. It became rum- 
ored about the arena that Coleman was 
still unconscious and those who had 
ventured the assertion that he was 
playing “‘possom’”’ when he dropped un- 
der the blow which broke his neck, con- 
cluded that he must have received a 
pretty serious pane after all. A 
few and only a few, learned the truth, 
but it was only after the police had 
stopped the contest between Jim John- 
son and Al Roberts, the principals of 
the main batile, in the fourth round, 
and when the referee decided Johnson 
the winner, that the news of the col- 
ored boy’s death was heard by all. 

Both Coleman and his adversary in 
that fatal bout are young colored boys, 
inexperienced and unscientific. They 
have probably participated in more or 
less private boxing, but neither can be 
remembered as having faced an as- 
semblage as a boxer before tonight. 
They were only engaged on this occa- 
sion because_of the failure of others to 
appear. Their bout was not advertised 
and attracted no more interest when 
the lads were introduced than the 
ordinary “fill in” at an ordinary box- 
ing entertainment. They were each 
about 18 or 19 years of age and weighed 
pradbably between 115 and 118 pounds. 
They were seconded by young colored 
lads as little known as themselves. 

Their battle with gloves was as vig- 
orous as it was unscientific, and as 
fierce as it was brief. At the call of 
time they met in the center and 
punched, jabbed and swung wildly at 
one another. Each landed several times 
during the first minute, but Wright was 
quick to- crowd his fellow upon the 
first promonitory sign of weakness. 
and ig another minute had him pinned 
against -the ropes of the ring in 
Wright’s own > corner. 

There was a clinch, but Wright stil! 
crowded. and, swinging a blow with 
the right hand, struck the helpless 
Coleman on the side of the neck. Al- 
most instantly he dropped to the floor, 
limp and almost lifeless. .The death 
blow did not appear to be an especialiy 
vigorous one, and not one person in the 
amphitheater suspected the horrible 
truth. Coleman’s eyes were open and 
rolling, although his tongue was stilled 
and his muscles were all relaxed. Some 
thought it was only a bit of clever act- 
ing in order to escape further punish- 
ment 

Referee Lally. appreciated that the 
boy was “out,” for without going 
through the formality of counting the 
seconds, he gave his decision promptly 
on the fall and proclaimed Wright the 
winner. It was nearly’two hours later 
that the boy died. 

The police have arresied John Simcoe, 
the manager of the Manhattan Club: 
Bud Lally, the referee; Wiil Rogers, 
one of the seconds, and are after cthers 
whom they have not yet arrested.

The 
appearances about the ranch, the con- 
dition of the bodies, and some other 
circumstances led to the suspicion that 
the murder was committed by Indians, 
and this suspicion was, in part, started 
from the known fact that an Indian 
was seen in the neighborhood of the 
ranch yvesterday. Then. teo. the bodies 
were terribly mutilated with axes and 
clubs, which fact is taken to at least 
partially corroborate the suspicion. 
The Standing Rock Indlan Reservation 
is not far away, and when the Indians 
from there get away from sight and 
manage to get hold of whisky there is 
sure to be trouble. If the murders 
were committed by Indians, the mur- 
derers are now back among the reser- 
vation Indians.

PUGILISM IN THE ORIENT. 


American Naval Crews Introduce 
tae Sport in China.

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 18.—Accord- 
ing to recent advices from the Onient, 
the crews of the United States cruisers 
Yorktown and Detroit, now at Shang- 
hai, have introduced pugilism as a 
sport among the Chinese and foreign 
residents of that port.

CUBAN REVOLUTION. 


WEYLER SAYS HE HAS THE 
REBELS CORNERED. 


Claims That the Spanish Forces are 
Driving the Insurgents into 
a Trap.

GOMEZ TELLS ANOTHER STORY. 


HE STORMS A FORT AND BREAKS 
THROUGH THE TROCHA. 


Spanish Guerrillas Again Caught in 
the Act of Buatchering Pacificos 
and Severcly Panished by 
Insurgents. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

HAVANA (via Key West,) Feb. 18.— 
(Copyrighted. 1897, by the Associated 
Préss.} If official reports are correct 
the insurgent army under Gen. Gomez 
has been divided into small corps, and 
Gomez himself is in full retreat be- 
fore the continued advance of Weyler. 
Dispatches from Ciego de Aviel say 
the insurgent commander-in-chief with 
4000 men recrossed the military line 
in the province of Puerto Principe ex- 
tending from Jucuro to Monon, and is 
going eastward through Puerto Prin- 
cipe in the direction of the capital of 
the province. 

Gen. Calixto de Garcia (Gomez's sec- 

ond in command,) was reported four 
days ago in the vicinity of Puerto 
Principe, retreating toward the same 
point as Gomez. 
e Weyler arrived yesterday at Sancti 
Spiritus, the most important town in 
the eastern ‘part of the province of 
Santa Clara, near the boundary of 
Puerto Principe, in the territory where 
the insurgent headquarters were re- 
cently located. Weyler will push for- 
ware toward Ciego de aAviel and 
Jacuro, thus seemingly sweeping across 
the island with a large force, driving 
the enemy before him. He expects to 
trap Gomez between two wings of the 
Spanish column. and force a decisive 
engagement before the rains put an 
end to military operations. The 
Cubans believe, however, that Gomez 
will, as usual, slip through the cordon 
before being completely enveloped. 

A dispatch from Monta Clara under 
date of February 11 said that a force of 
insurgents were camped at San Gil, 
twelve miles from that city, under the 
command of Gens. Maya Rodriguez and 
Chuco Montague, apparently intending 
to continue their march toward the 
Vuelta district, in the same province 

A dispatch from Consolacion del Sur 
adds that Pinar del Rio is far from be- 
ing pacified. Numerous bands of in- 
surgents are said to be hidden in the 
thick woods, and on Monday last the 
insurgents dynamited and derailed an 
exploring train from Pinar del Rio, be- 
tween Los Palacios and Paso Real. The 
line is still uninterrupted. 

Pinar del Rio reports that a small 
expedition from the Elsie, which 
landed at La Mulata several days ago, 
was led by Manuel Maria Coronado, a 
correspondent of El Libera of Madrid, 
and by the editor of La Discussion. It 
is further stated that Collazo landed a 
band of insurgents dressed like Spanish 
guerrillas. The schooner Merciless was 
captured in February and is now an- 
chored in the river Canambo. She had 
on board thirty-three tons of coal 
owned by Smith & Co. of Trinidad Four 
of her crew escaped into the burned 
canefields in that region. 

The military commander of Artemisa 
Hidalgo reports that families can re- 
sume cultivation in Las Canas district 
under the terms of Weyler’s first edict, 
but living inside a fortified zone. Ac- 
cording to the terms ‘of the second 
edict, over sixty families of that dis- 
trict were compelled to abandon their 
homes, burning all the houses, includ- 
ing some handsome dwellings and 
large starch factory, and reducing them 
to a state of the greatest poverty. 

A dispatch from Jaruco says that 
Emilio Munez has landed near there. 

The bank bills question is producing 
serious differences among the proprie- 
tors of the exchange houses, and the 
government officials. Many of them 
have returned their licenses to the gov- 
ernment and intend to close their bus!i- 
ness. The whole matter has caused 
great excitement among the people, 
particularly in the case of the poorer 
classes as the stores of all descrip- 
tions have, in consequence of the forced 
silver bill currency, raised the prices of 
all kinds of merchandise 40 per cent. 

This is making the people here des- 
perate and has added greatly to the 
burdens they have been bearing for 
a long time. Milk and beef are scarce, 
all kinds of provisions dear, and gro- 
cers and others have raised prices an- 
other 50 per cent. To make matters 
worse, no lottery ticket sellers are to 
be seen on the streets, which deprives 
the government of a fruitful source of 
revenue and compels it to adopt other 
measures to raise the funds necessary 
to continue the campaign against the 
insurgents. 

The statement that everybody is tired 
of war has so frequently been made 
that it is almost useless to repeat it, 
but recent developments have intensi- 
fied this feeling considerably, and there 
is every evidence of this on all sides. 
The feeling of depression cannot be 
dissipated by changes in the features of 
the campaign. Everybody seems to be 
anxious for the war to end, one way or 
the other, and among business men, 
merchants and their employés generally 
this sentiment is the most strongly ex- 
pressed. 


BERMUDA GOES TO SEA, 


Roloff Thought to Be One of 
Her Passengers.

PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 18.—Th« 
steasmhip Bermuda, which has gained 
world-wide celebrity because of its Cu- 
ban filibustering expeditions, passed 
ovt from Delaware breakwater eurly 
this morning and steamed seaward, os- 
tensibly for the Bermudas. The Ber- 
muda, which has been detained »by the 
Collector of Customs, was released yes- 
terday after affidavits setting forth 
that she will not violate the neutrality 
laws. It is reported that Gen. Roloff, 
the Cuban insurgent chief, whose bail 
was forfeited in Baitimore yesterday, 
is a passenger on the Bermuda.

PACIFICOS BUTCHERED. 


Spanish Guerrillas Again Caught at 
Their Deviltry. 
{BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE] 

CINCINNATI (0.,) Feb. 18.-—-A spe- 
cial to the Commercial Tribune from 
Havana says: A band of Spanish 
guerrillas under Maj. Loron raided a 
camp of country pacificos near Casigua, 
this province, Tuesday, killing eight of 
the tem men found there, and brutally 
ill-treating the twelve women. A 
Cuban lad escaped and carried the 
story to the camp of an insurgent band 
near by, commanded by one of Gen. 
Lacret’s officers. The Spanish troops 
were closely pursued and later attacked 
as they forded a small stream. The 
Cubans fell upon them and for half an 
hour the fight raged flercely. Many of 
the Spaniards were crowned in the 


creek, and the troops were driven off: 


in utter rout, with we loss of nearly 
forty men. Forty prisoners captured 
by the Cubans were instantly shot. 

A raid was made night before last‘ 
upon an outpost, five miles from the 
city, the Spanish sentry lines being 
driven half a mile with a loss of ten 
men. The insurgents fired several 
buildings. Troops were ordered sent to 
the seene of the disturbance today. The 
Cuban bands camp in plain view of the 
blockhouses in the saburbs, near the 
city, and it is very seldom they are 
attacked by the garrisons. 


GOMEZ’S WHEREABOUTS. 


He Is Forcing His Way Through the 
Trocha. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE. 

JACKSONVILLE (Fla.,) Feb. 13.—A 
special to the Citizen from Key West 
says private information has been re- 
ceived in this city of the whereabouts 
of Gen. Gomez. He has succeeded in 
slipping by Gen. Weyler and is now 
between him and Havana. Gen. Go- 
mez gave the command for an ad- 
vance, with strict orders that any man ; 
who struck a match would be court- 
martialed. He then advanced on the 
Moron trocha, in the eastern end of 
the island, with 5000 cavalry and 10,000 
infantry. He advanced on the fort at 
midnight, and when he saw he was 
discovered by the Spanish, who fired 
on him, he ordered the cavalry to 
charge. They swooped down on the 
fort and captured it, and the whole 
army went through the trocha. All of 
the arms and ammunition of the fort 
were captured. The army then con- 
tinued to march and was encamped at 
Veguite when the news was sent to 
the city by a courier. His order in 
taking the fort was to use the machete 
a: and the cavalry made a gallant 
ght. 


The Sangullly Case. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—The Sen- 
ate Commiftee on Foreign Relations 
again postponed today aetion on the 
resolution demanding the release of 
Gen. Julio Sanguilly from his prison in 
Cuba, on assurance from the State De- 
partment that the Spanish authorities 
at Madrid had agreed to liberate Gen. 
Sanguilly immediately. 


MUTILATED DOCUMENTS. 


TRUSTS ..RE RELUCTANT TO SHOW 
THEIR PAPERS, 


The Lexow Committee Makes it Very 
Uncomfortable for Some of the 
Corporation Magnates—Prosecu- 
tion Called Persecution. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.} 

NEW YORK, Feb. 18.—The Lexow 
Committee will know definitely today 
whether the books of the American 
Sugar Refining Company will be pro- 
duced. It is rumored that the direc- 
tors decided to ignore the order. Sub- 
poenas were issued yesterday for the 
individual directors with an injunc- 
tion to produce the books. 

“The directors of the American 
Sugar Refining Company met yester- 
day afternoon.” said Attorney Parsons, 
“and the request of the committee 
that they furnish the agreements in 
regard to the purchase of the Phila- 
delphia Refining Company, and certain 
figurer regarding labor and the amount 
of taxes paid by the company in New 
York, was considered. I was author- 


ized to present the agreements and 
information.” Parsons handed in the 
documents. 


When Mr. Flint took the stand he was 
asked if he had provided the data he 
promised at yesterday’s hearing, to pro- 
duce today. He said he had only a 
part of it. Nearly all the testimony 
elicited in his examination was nega- 
tive. He admitted that the United 
States Rubber Company owned all the 
stocks of the Brook Haven Rubber 
Company, but did not know whether 
the smaller plant had been torn down 
or dismantied. He met many interrog- 
atories regarding the management of 
acquired plants with the answer, “I 
do not know.” 

After a recess Henry O. Havemeyer 
and John E. Parsons, president and 
counsel, respectively, of the American 
Sugar Refining Company were present. 

When President Havemeyer had 
taken the witness-sta he was asked 
a number of question covering the 
ground heretofore gone over. 

“Do you know where the original 
deed of the American Refining Com- 
pany is?” finally queried Senator 
Lexow. 

“No, sir; I do not,” was the reply. 

Mr. Havenmeyer then said the fig- 
ures showing the distribution of orig- 
inal stocks of the company were cut 
out by Mr. Parsons, by permission of 
the Arnold Committee, at the time of 
the investigation by the Senate Com- 
mittee. 

“Do you mean that?’’ 

“Yes, sir; I say the figures were cut 
out at the time of the Arnold investi- 
gation by Mr. Parsons, without regard 
to anything before or since. The figures 
were not replaced to my knowledge.” 

“Who had the custody of the muti- 
lated trust deeds?” 

“Mr. Parsons.’ 

“Why was it that you and your 
associates were so solicitous to conceal 
these figures?’’ 

“A hundred people agréed to have 
that done. I am not responsible: the 
deed should have been destroyed. In 
my judgment it was that deed that 
caused all the trouble and hostile leg- 
islation and this persecution.’ 

“You mean prosecution, don't you?’ 

“No, I say persecution. All the fuss 
has been over that deed. If that deed 
had not been in existence the investi- 
gators would have been fighting the 
air. Th Supreme Court settled all this, 
declaring we were not a monopoly, in- 
—— as we did not stifle competi- 

on.” 

Mr. Parsons was sworn and denied 
any knowledge of the whereabouts of 
the missing deed, saying he knew of 
no reason why it should be preserved. 

Senator Lexow then let the other wit- 
nsses of the American Sugar Refining 
Company go, and this finished the prob- 
ing of that company. 

Henry Burn, president of the Na- 
tional Wall Paper Company, was then 
called. The witness said the National 
Wall Paper Company was composed of 
twenty-eight different co:npanies, 
enteen companies being left out. His 
company controlled about 65 per cent. 
of the trade, he thought. 

On promise that he would produce 
certain statistics needed by the inquis- 
itors, Mr. Burn was excused until to- 
morrow, to which time an adjournment 
was taken.

President Lincoln’s Birthplace. 

[February St. Nicholas:] Abraham 
Lincoln, our great war President, was 
born in Larue county, Ky., in a rude 
little log cabin. This cabin has re- 
recently been restored, and, so far as 
possible, made exactly as it was eighty- 
eight years ago, when a little, baby 
boy was born to Thomas and Nancy 
Lincoln, or “Linkhorn,” as the name 
was then spelled—humble “settlers,” 
who had moved to the neighborhood 
from Washington county, four years 
before. 

The few living people who remember 
Thomas Lincoln, the father, say that 
he was a rather tmprovident man, not 
working long at any one thing. He 
was a hard worker, but was a poor 
manager; and the little family was 
often without more than the simplest 
necessaries of life. Thomas Lincoln 
cleared a tew acres around his cabin, 
and raised a small crop of corn and 
grain. Then he became a carpenter and 
tinker, working at such odd jobs as he 
could find among the pioneer neigh- 
bors. He was away at work at the 
time Abraham was born. 

The neighbors heard that Mrs. Lin- 
coln was in the cabin all alone with 
the little baby, and had little to eat 
except corn and potatoes. They at 
once visited the Lincoln cabin, taking 
such delicacies as their houses afforded. 
The father returned in a few days; 
and the baby was named Abraham 
Lincoln, after his grandfather, who 
had been killed by the Indians when 
Thomas Lincoln was a little boy. 


Thinning Frait. 


The Missouri Horticultural Society 
formulates its views on the above sub- 
ject as follows: 

No tree should have more fruit on it 
than it can hold up well and mature to 
perfection; that is to say that the trees 
should not be so loaded as to require 
their being propped, or so much that 
the branches bend very severely. This 
checks the growth of the fruit to such 
an extent as to injure the quality. 

Every time a tree has too much fruit 
it weakens its vitality to such an ex- 
tent as to require two or three years 
to recover, or so checks its growth that 
it begins to decline and is permanently 
injured. 

In the production of an overcrop it 
eosts the tree more to ripen the seeds 
than to make the fruit. 

If from a tree heavily loaded is taken 
one-half, or even three-fourths of the 
fruit, there will be more bushels of 
fruit than there would be if all were 
left on the tree. 

By this practice there will be less poor 
fruit upon the market, and the good 
will bring better prices and give indefi- 
nitely better satisfaction. 

Thinning makes the fruft*of much bet- 
ter quality, makes it keep longer and 
produces finer, handsomef, more at- 
tractive and much more desirable and 
salable fruit. 

When orchardists shall look upon 
thinning as important as cultivation, 
pruning, care and attention, they will 
succeed in supplying our markets with 
perfect fruit of the very best quality, 
thus increase the demand, enhance the 
value and give vastly more satisfaction 
to both producer and consumer. 


Big Fruit Farms. 


[San Francisco Chronicle:] Maj. C. 
J. Berry, in writing about the notorious 
failure of the many stock fruit-grow- 
ing companies of this State to earn 
dividends, welt says that monthly visits 
to a frutt farm do not make a fruit 
farmer. Hundreds of these companies 
were organized during the fruit boom 
and there is probably not an instance 
of a dividend patd by any of them. 
There are a very few of this sort owned 
by wealthy and successful business 
men, and which are very productive 
and admirably managed. Whether 
these pay or not nobody will ever know 
but the owners, but the majority of 
these places were bought on credit, to 
be paid for by assessments or from 
the profits, the stockholders being sal- 
aried men. It is safe to say of these 
that no one who put money into them 
ever got a dollar of it back or ever will. 

There is no occupation more exacting 
than that of fruit farming. If thorough 
business men of means engage in it 
they can and do employ the necessary 
skill and fidelity. Money will get them 
and prima facie there is no reason why 
such orchards should not pay even bet- 
ser than small farms. But on the lat- 
ter the owner sells his own labor, which 
at least gets a living for himself and 
family. Some will, of course, say that 
they do not even get that. But they 
do. Many of this class have bought 
land at high prices on credit, and per- 
haps been compelled to incur a floating 
debt in addition to developing the prop- 
erty. Some of these cannot make their 
payments and living besides. but they 
have their living first. 

A thorough-going farmer on an or- 
chard which he owns clear of debt is 
better off than the majority of his 
race.

A MERITORIOUS MEASURE. 


Assembly Bill No. 65, introduced by 
Mr. Melick on February 1, and referred 
to the Committee on Judiciary, is en- 
titled “An Act to Amend the Civil 
Code of the State of California, by add- 
ing a new section thereto, to be num- 
bered and known as section 51, relat- 
ing to libel. It reads as follows: 

“The Civil Code of the State of Cali- 
fornia is hereby amended, by adding 
a new section thereto to be known as 
and numbered section 51, and to read 
as follows: 

“Section 51. Any person aggrieved 
by a publication in a newspaper or 
other periodical publication, before 
bringing a suit for libel thereon, shall, 
by himself, or his attorney, make writ- 
ten demand upon the publisher of the 
same for a retraction, specifying in 
such demand the statements com- 
plained of. If, within three days after 
such demand, a full and fair retraction, 
with equal prominence as the alleged 
libel, is published in said newspaper, 
or in case of a weekly or semi-weekly 
newspaper, in the next issue of said 
newspaper, the defendant in such ac- 
tion, in case of a suit, may introduce 
evidence of such retraction, and that 
the alleged libel was published in good 
faith, without actual malice; and un- 
less the plaintiff prove actual malice 
or want of good faith, or a failure to 
retract after written demand, he shall 
recover as damages only such loss or 
injury as he shall specially allege and 
prove.” 

The provisions of this proposed 
amendment to the Civil Code are rea- 
sonable and just. Should the measure 
become a law, it will take away no 
right to which any person is justly 
entitled, while it will in some degree 
protect publishers against the attacks 
of malicious persons who bring suits 
for libel on trivial grounds, merely to 
harass the publishers against whom 
such suits are brought and to subject 
them to needless expense, 

.As will be noted, the bill affords to 
publishers an opportunity to make 
“full and fair retraction’ in cases 
where a libelous article has been pub- 
lished upon incorrect information, and 
to show that the publication was with- 
out malice. But even after such re- 
traction and showing, the publisher 
fs liable for any actual damage which 
may have resulted from the publica- 
tion, and the person libeled can -re- 
cover the full amount of such actual 
damage. This arrangement 
eminently fair and reasonable on both 
sides, and should meet with no opposi- 
tion in either house of the Legislature. 

The most careful of newspapers will 
sometimes be led into error in this re- 
gard, and should not be mulcted for 
exemplary damages when they can 
show that they were wot actuated by 
malice in the publication, and that they 
have made full and complete retrac- 
tion. That the liability of the pub. 
lishers should in such cases be limited 
to the actual damages inflicted is a 
self-evident proposition: hence, Mr. 
Melick’s bill ought to become a law.

DEMOCRATIC MISTAKES. 


Senator Hill, in the February Forum, 
enumerates some of the mistakes of 
the Chicago convention, as follows: 

“Declaration for free coinage of sil- 
ver at the ratio of 16 tol. 

“Demand for an income tax. 

“Hostility to the Supreme Court be- 
cause of its decision upon the income- 
tax law. 

“Recognittion of legal-tender paper 
money. 

“Opposition to bond issues in times 
of peace. 

“Criticism of Federal interference in 
State affairs. 

“Opposition to life tenure in the pub- 
lic service.” 

To these mistakes should have been 
added that of nominating for the Presi- 
dency a nonentity, whose sole claim to 
recognition lay in a rhetorical speech 
committed to memory beforehand and 
sprung upon the convention at an op- 
portune moment; also, the graver mis- 
take of supposing that the Democratic 
party of the nation could be coalesced 
with the party of Populism, Debsism 
and Altgeldism. There is no more real 
affinity between the true Democratic 
party and these un-American isms 
than there is between oil and water. 

Senator Hill’s historic declaration, 
“IT am a Democrat,” still holds good. 
He may be a trifle lonesome in his 
Democracy at the present time, but 
before the close of President McKin- 
ley’s first administration the Demo- 
cratic party will have repudiated Popu- 
lism and the other reactionary doc- 
trines which controlled the Chicago 
convention, and will have been reor- 
ganized upon a platform which will 
at least entitle it to public respect. The 
experience of the national campaign 
of 1896 has taught the Democratic 
party a lesson which will not be for- 
gotten for at least a generation. 


M’CLURE AND HIS COWS. 


Certainly, there is no man more de- 
praved innately than the man who de- 
liberately  setls 
grown people or unhealthy milk to 
children, yet the report of the National 
Board of Inspectors of Food and Meats 
shows that whole herds of cattle were 
condemned and slaughtered for their 
hides and tallow in 1896, on account of 
being affected with tuberculosis, which, 
in a quadruped, is equivalent to con- 
sumption in a human being. In the 
case of neat cattle, it_is claimed that 
the bulls and steers are comparatively 
exempt from the disease, which con- 
fines its ravages almost exclusively to 
the cows. 

With diseased cows giving milk for 
use in our houses, it means that chil- 
dren will be affected by the transplanta- 
tion of the disease into their systems, 
and that, as a logical sequence, the 
American people will become a deli- 
cate and short-lived race. With the 
eating of diseased flesh it is a cer- 
tainty, and now comes a leading Chi- 
cago paper and asserts that breathing 
the same air will also produce those 
very results... It cites the case of Daniel 
McClure of Mason City, lowa, to prove 
its assertions. 

McClure was a large cattle-breeder, 
producing gyeat quantities of milk and 
meat, and had an extensive establish- 
ment devoted to such purposes. Some 
time ago the attention of the govern- 
ment inspectors was called to the fact 
that he was selling not only diseased 
meat, but diseased milk as well; and 
that his cows were a perpetual danger 
to the whole neighborhood. After a 
careful inspection of the herd a large 
number of them were found to be af- 
fected with tuberculosis and ordered 
to be killed. 

McClure was a strong and healthy 
man five years ago, but now he is a 
confirmed consumptive and a visitor to 
this State in the. hope of obtaining 
temporary relief from the ravages of 
that disease. He says none of his an- 
cestors were ever affected with it, nor 
had he caught a severe cold or been 
Visited with any premonitory symp- 
toms of consumption. The most log- 
ical reasoning in the premises is that 
advanced by McClure himself. who 
avers that he caught the disease from 
breathing the same air with the sick 
cows and from drinking their milk. 

This is a matter which cannot be 
treated leniently. 

Much of this disease comes from bad 
feeding of cattle, with musty hay or 
brewers’ grain as an economical article 
of fodder. No sagacious or sensi- 
ble farmer or dairyman will be so 
short-sighted as to use either of these.

THE OUTLOOK I8 AUSPICIOUS. 


In his financial review for the week 
ending February 13, Henry Clews takes 
a very hopeful view of the trade situa- 
tion throughout the country, and ex- 
presses the opinion that we are at the 
threshold of an extensive conimefcial 
and industrial revival. He notes dis- 
tinct and unmistakable tendencies to- 
ward recuperation in nearly all lines 
of business, and comments thereon as 
follows: 


“There are certain tendencies quietly 
and gradually developing which, al- 
most unobserved, are producing a 
steady improvement in the tone of af- 
fairs. These influences are partly po- 
litical, partly industrial and partly 
financial, and therefore cover a large 
area of interests. In all directions, 
among the people and in Congress, a 
calmer and more moderate view of 
public affairs is being taken. The pub- 
lic appreciate that the larger questions 
now up for settlement are non-polit- 
ical in their nature and require a treat- 
ment which excludes merely partisan 
considerations. The mixing of influen- 
tial citizens of both parties in meas- 
ures of reform is very obviously having 
its effect upon the organization of the 
new administration, and is equally 
eliciting in Congress the statesmanly 
spirit as distinguished from the polit- 
ical. This disposition is shown in Mr. 
McKinley's carefulness to secure, in the 
selection of his Cabinet, men of proved 
statesmanly ability and moderation 
and who are known to represent the 
views of the conservative element in 
public opinion. In Congress, it ap- 
pears in a freer spirit of discussion and 
in the relaxation of party restraint 
upon individual judgment. This. ten- 
dency is in the highest degree hopeful, 
as it promises the ascendancy of states- 
manship over prejudice and mere pop- 
ulizing, and because it shows that the 
country is returning to patriotic sound 
sense. 

“In the industries, there are signs of 
the beginning of the break-up of a 
state of deadlock in which many trades 
have been fast held before and since 
the election, and which has materially 
checked the progress of recuperation. 
The purchase of 750,000 pieces of print- 
ing cloths by the American Printing 
Company during this week, and also 
additional purchases of 250,000 pieces, 
with an advance in price, has had a 
most wholesome effect; for it not only 
determines that the current prices of 
cotton goods are fair and normal, but 
lays a basis upon which business in 
this branch of trade can be safely 
transacted. The cotton goods trade is 
thus exempted from an embargo which 
has caused much otherwise needless 
postponement of business; and the 
consequent improvement of tone seems 
to be extending sympathetically to the 
woolen and worsted trades as well. 
Also, for the first time for many 
months, the much-depressed grocery 
trade shows a marked revival in its 
leading branches, the demand from 
the interior showing a special improve- 
ment. These are most encouraging 
symptoms. 

“Similar relief has come to the iron 
trade also. Recently there was a col- 
lapse of the combined attempt to main- 
tain a price for steel billets’ much 
above the views of buyers. This week 
the important combine which has held 
steel rails at $28 and then $25—prices 
80 much above the market as to have 
almost entirely supended sales—has 
broken down under disagreements 
and sales have been made, within the 
last three days. stated at 500,000 tons, 
at from $17 to $20 per ton. This is an 
important boon to the railroads; bunt 
the main encouragement to business 
which this fact conveys lies in its evi. 
dencing that there is a limit to the 
extent to which industrial combina- 
tions can hold the. business of the 
country in restraint. The break in the 
price of steel rails to the lowest. ever 
reached will inevitably lead to a de- 
mand that will in all 
amount during the year to 1,000,000 aa- 
ditional tons that would not otherwise 
take place; and, as at least 90 per 
cent. of the present low price of steel 
rails will go into labor, it will neces- 
sarily give a great stimulus to it. The 
good effect therefore of the movement 
in iron which this low price for rails 
must necessarily cause, together with 
the large sale of print cloths at Fall 
River, cannot be overestimated.”

But 
the portion lying east of the Cascade 
Range is very strongly impregnated 
with alkali, and, while it produces bet- 
ter hops than the Willamette country 
and the highest grade of brewing bar- 
ley in the world, it can never hope to 
rival the latter for sugar land.

ORIENTAL COMPETITION. 


The American Protective Tariff 
League proposes to make an original, 
searching and caréful investigation into 
the subject of oriental competition 
with American products. Such an in- 
vestigation will be timely, and will be 
of undoubted benefit to our industries 
and the workmen employed in them, 
by furnishing reliable data for such 
future action as may be necessary in 
order to protect us against the products 
of eastern countries, where the wages 
paid to labor are too low to sustain 
the life of an American workman. 

The overcrowded populations of the 
Orient, numbering 600,000,000 or 700,- 
000,000, are just awakening to a real- 
ization of the value to them of the 
markets of the civilized world. West- 
ern enterprise and science have placed 
in the hands of these cheaply-fed but 
industrious and imitative workmen of 
the far East the implements of modern 
manufacture, and there is danger that 
these implements may be turned 
against the civilization that has pro- 
vided them, # the serious injury, if 
not the complete undoing of our better- 
paid and more highly-civilized work- 
men. 

It is well for us to look closely into 
these new and changing conditions, 
with as little delay as possible, If we 
possess definite knowledge of what we 
shall be compefied to meet, we shall 
be better prepared to take such action 
in self-defense as the exigencies of the 
occasion may demand. 

The American Protective Tariff 
League has undertaken a timely and 
necessary work, and it:is to be hoped 
that it will be enabled to carry it toa 
successful conclusion. It is probable 
that in time the scales of wages and 
the standards of living in eastern 
countries will advance, as the ideas 
and methods of western civilization 
secure wider and wider adoption. But 
this process of assimulation will neces- 
sarily be slow, and the higher civiliza- 
tion must protect itself against the 
lower if it would not be drawn down- 
ward toward a common level. 


The bill introduced by Senator Bulla 
and known as the Torrens Act, is for a 
good and worthy purpose, to establish 
a finality in land titles. For more than 
forty-five years wealthy people have 
been comnig out here and going back 


again eastward to live, just because 


they could, in many instances, get no 
fair nor equitable title to such lands 
as they desired to purchase. With a 
system of conveyancing such as that 
in vogue in Australia (which is very 
near alike to Mr. Bulla’s bill,) thou- 
sands, yes, millions, of eastern money 
would have been invested here in land 
and improvements. The only people 
who oppose Mr. Bulla’s bill are men 
who get a living by searching records, 
and whom it would deprive of employ- 
ment in that line; and a certain class 
of alleged lawyers who seek to get a 
living by embroiling the human race in 
quarrels, so as to provoke litigation. 


If the little Vesuvius could run 
through the blockade of Charleston 
twice inside of five days, with a whole 
big squadron in search of her, what 
would Admiral Bunce have done had 
he been in command ‘of the blockade 
squadron from 1861 to 18657. It must 
be remembered that over fifty vessels 
were captured at one time or another, 
and that, too, without the aid of the 
powerful search-lights that are now in 
use upon all large steamers, whether 
of the merchant marine or belonging 
to the navy. Several captured blockade- 
runners found their way out here, and 
did long service on this Coast, notably 
the Kalorama, the RBelican and the 
Gertrude, the latter being known as 
the Gussie Telfair out here. The Peli- 
can is now a Guatemalan gunboat 
called the Yraxu. 


It is gratifying to know that Bel- 
gium would like to have our dried 
fruits, of course, but it would be still 
more gratifying to have those fruits 
made up into jams and jellies here, 
thus making the profit of skilled labor 
upon them. Instead of that, we ship 
them our dried fruits and their skilled 
labor makes them up into jams, jellies 
and syrups; and then they come back 
to us through the customhouse with 
an interminable schedule of duties, 
steamer freights and other charges. 
What we want is to work up our fruit 
products here, as much as possible. It 
is skilled labor that builds up towns 
and cities. No people ever yet got rich 
by the mere production of crude 
staples. The great war of 1861-65 was 
the best exemplification of that fact. 


Wilson, of tariff-for-no-revenue noto- 
riety, has been offered the presidency 
of an educational institution up the 
mountains of Virginia, where the 
pupils bring rifles to kill squirrels and 
deer for “meat,” as they are required 
to furnish their own fodder. That's 
about as good a place to bury himself 
alive as any that could be found.

OPPOSED TO POOLING. 


SHIPPERS DEMAND PROTECTION 
AGAINST RAILWAYS, 


The National Trangpportation Asso- 
ciation Uphol the Interstate 
Commerce ActmAnnual Meeting 
of the Orgnization. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE. } 

CHICAGO, Feb. 18.—Representatives 
of many great commercial organiza- 
tions gathered at the Board of Trade te 
day to attend the annual meeting of the 
National Transportation Association. 
About twenty-five delegates were pres- 
ent, prominent shippers and business 
men.from all parts of the country, rep- 
resenting a membership of about 
twenty thousand. The meeting, which 
was held behind closed dvors, was 
called to order by President Frank 
Batry of Milwaukee, who delivered the 
‘annual address. He was followed by 
George J. Stone of the Chicago Board 
of Trade. Vice-President E. L. Rodgers 
of Philadelphia also made a short ad- 
dréss, and papers of interest were read 
by Jerome Carthy of Philadelphia, R. 
S. Long and Frank A. Scott of the 
Cleveland Chamber of Commerce, 
Chairman Iglehart of the * Chicago 
Freight Bureau, L. White of St. Loui 
representing the National Paint, Oi 
and Varnish Association; Col. Rogers 
of the Minneapolis Chamber of Com- 
merce and Dennis R. Smith of Toledo. 

The meeting adjourned late this 
afternoon. 

In his address President Barry said 
that the National Transvortation Asso- 
ciation had been in existence for nearly 
seven years. It had accomplished 
much, both directly and indirectly, for 
those whom it represented. It stood ag 
a restraining influence for all who 
viewed might as right, ready toact for- 
cibly and effectively in an emergency 
and endeavoring to accomplish needed 
reforms and benefits, The association 
had ever been the friend of the Inter- 
state Commerce Act and had fre- 
quently been called upon by the com- 
mission for advice and assistance, It 
had been persistently at work for. the 
establishment of a uniform classifica- 
tion and bill of lading for use by all 
transportation companies in the coun- 
try. It had advocated fair and équit- 
able. car-service rules, which should 


not ‘be one-sided in operation, but would | 


give demurrage to the shipper or re- 
ceiver of freight who suffered injury 
or loss throvgh delay, on the present 
carrier, just as it gave to the railroad 
company eompensation for any tardy 
unloading of its goods. These and 
other measures would be persistently 
followed out until the purpose of the 
association were accomplished. 

Secretary Stone’s address dealt wit 
the Interstate Commerce Act. He sai 
in part:. 

The law itself was largely the result 
of evils which grow out of pooling It is 
now proposed not only not to forbid pool. 
ing, but actually to install it in the body 
of the law itself. This is a high-handed 
proposition and attacks the very citadel 
of the law, contemplating practically 
its overthrow, A part of this proposi- 
tion which gives it plausibility, is that 
pooling shall be under the control of 
the commission. This means but little 
in view of the history of the commis- 
sion, whose Mandates have, in so many 
instances, heen set aside or evaded by 
those whe set up this proposition. Let 
the railroad corporations first obey the 
law and ¢odperate for its enforcement. 
Let these gentlemen clearge their 
hams before they raise them in petition 
at the bar of this tribunal, remembere 
ing that they must come fnto court wita 
clean hands, as only such can plead in 
the temple of justice.

| PRESIDENT CRESPO’S MESSAGE TO 
CONGRESS. 


It Will Review the Guiana Question 
in an Exhaustive Manner and 
Warmly Commend the Anglo- 
Venesucian Treaty. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 
NEW YORK, Feb. 18.—A Herald dis- 
patch from Caracas says: It is said 
that the message of President Crespo 
will treat the Guiana question In an 
exhaustive manner. 
The President will warmly fecom- 


|} mend to the consideration of Congress 


the Angio-Venezuelan treaty which he 
will vay is the best and, in fact, tne 
only solution of the long-pending boun- 
dary dispute with Great Britain. Pres- 
ident Crespo will declare that he leaves 
tie treaty in the hands of Congress, 
firm in the belief that this legislative 
body will receive it with due considera- 
tion and will judge it in a way to re- 
flect honor upon the republic. 

The mieneede will. state the attitude 
of the government in relation to rhe 
elections, which will be strictly neutral. 
The only action which the administra- 
tion will take will be in the direction 
of the preservation of the peace of 
Venezuela. 

It is probable that the message will 

rent on the 23rd or 2th of this 
month. Senators and Deputies are al- 
ready gathering here and discussion of 
the important issue, Which will come 
before Cofigress when it convenes, is 
exceedingly lively. The Anglo-Vene- 
zuelan treaty naturally overshadows 
every other: question, and on this the 
arguments turn. 
| The new treaty of alliance between 
Venezuela and Colombia has been 
signed in Bogota, according to official 
advices from the Colombian capital. 
The treaty was referred to Sefior Silva 
Gandolpho, the Colombian Minister, for 
his approval. 
The government has sent a note to 


breakwater at La Guayra, to repair it 
at once. If the order ts not obeyed 
the concegsion made to the company 
will be revoked. The breakwater is in 
a very bad condition. 

ARGENTINE AFFAIRS. 

A dispatch to the Herald from Buenos 
Ayres says: The Minister of War and 
‘the chief of the general staff of the 
army, becoming dissatisfied with cer- 
tain criticisms in official quarters, of- 
fered their resignations. A protest 
was made in the press, the reason 
given being that military disorganiza- 
tion would follow. This campiagn in 
the interest of the army has been suc- 
cessful and the minister and military 
commanders have reconsidered their 
offers to resign. 

The heirs of Baron Hirsch are ex- 
tending the scheme of Hebrew coloni- 
zation in Argentine. They have now 
concluded a purchase of a large tract 
of land in the province of Entre Rios, 
upon which many families will be 
placed. 

The merchants in the State of Santa 
Fé will establish a coéperative bank 
with the purpose of helping the farm- 
ers who have lost their crops. 

BRAZILIAN MATTERS. 

The Herald’s correspondent in Rio 
Janeiro, Brazil, telegraphs that a pro- 
tocol has been signed by the Brazillian 
Minister of Foreign Affairs and _ the 
resident diplomatic representative of 
France, in Rio Janeira. The protocol 
embodies terms of settlement of the 
»Amapa question and rules for the de- 
termination of the line of demarkation 
in Guiana. The Federal Council of 
Switzerland is named-in the protocol 
as an arbitrator. The Brazilian Con- 
gress will discuss the protocol, but 
the consideration will be brief, and it 
is not likely that any objection will be 
offered to the terms. 

Col. Caesar informs the government 
that he is taking measures to surround 
the fanatics in Bahia. He states that 
they will not be able to break through 
his line after it is formed. __ 

The government has issued orders 
that the officers of an infantry regi- 
ment stationed at Nictheroy, who mu- 
tinied, shall be severely punished. The 


regiment has made a demand that its | 


colonel be assigned to take command. 
The attitude of the present colonel to- 
ward the officers and men caused the 
mutiny 

The boundary question between Peru 
and Bolivia, which is now under con- 
sideration by the Brazilian government 
as arbitrator, will not be decided for 
some time. Serious differences have 
risen in the discussions between the 
Bolivian and the Brazilian commis- 
sioners.

TEN THOUSAND DOLLARS DAMAGES

Judge Shaw Dissolves a Writ of At- 
tachment—The Jury in the Welch 
Case Return a Sealed Verdict. 
Laird Gets One Year. 


At the City Hall yesterday the joint 
committee appointed to revise the work 
ef the commission on changing street 
names, devoted the entire day to act- 
ing upon the protests and petitions 
coming before it. The meeting was en- 
livened by a number of verbal spats 
between interested persons present. 

At the Courthouse yesterday the $10,- 
000 damage suit of Ruhland against 
the Jacob Dold Packing Company was 
being tried before Judge Shaw, in De- 
partment Five, the Daneri damage suit 
before Judge Van Dyke in Department 
Four. and the Welsh suit before Judge 
York in Department Three. In the 
last case the jury returned a sealed 
verdict after over six hours’ delibera- 
tions. Judge Shaw delivered an opin- 
ion in the Smith-Jordan case, dissolv- 
ing the writ of attachment. J. A. 
Kelly's wife was granted a divorce by 
Judge Allen, and the same Judge les- 
sened Heilbron’s alimony. Laird was 
sent to San Quentin for one year, and 
a crazy woman committed to High- 
land. The Pasadena and Pacific Rail- 
way filed a condemnation suit, and 
three men were bound over for burg- 
lary in San Pedro. 


{AT THE CITY HALL.) 


A BIG DAY’S WORK. 


BEETING OF THE JOINT COMMIT- 
TEE ON STREET NAMES. 


Protests Disposed of, the Mayor's 
Message Considered and Prop- 
erty-owners Sent Home Rejoic- 
ing. 


“If we were in Mississippi, sir; in Mis- 
sissippi. sir—in Mississippl—why, sir, 
we—we"’—and there Maj. Horace Bell 
stuck, his feelings too deep for utter- 
ance. and his wrath so tempestuous as 
to make the storm of sleet and rain and 
wind without seem slight and tame in 
comparison. 

Mr. Bell was undoubtedly angry. The 
big veins in his neck and forehead stood 
out, swollen with hot blood, and his eye 
glared at the man he was addressing 
as if to annihilate him with its wither- 
ing flerceness. 

What was agitating Mr. Bell at the 
moment was a remark made the mo- 
ment before by Gen. Forman in the 
committee-room of the City Council. 
Gen. Forman is chairman of the com- 
mittee which recently revised the city’s 
street names, sent its work to the 
Council in the shape of an ordinance, 
secured the adoption of the ordinance, 
had it sent to the Mayor, who promptly 
vetoed the measure and sent it back 
to the commission for revision and cor- 
rection. Those events are of recent oc- 
curence. 

Yesterday the commission met with a 
joint committee of Councilmen to do 
this work of revision. Horace Bell, 
whose protest against the change by 
the commission of Georgia Bell street to 
Nevada street has been published, with 
Gen. Forman’'s reply to the protest, was 
present. Mr. Bell was loaded, to speak 
figuratively, with ammunition in the 
shape of Roman candles, skyrockets, 
firecrackers, eic., all verbal, and in- 
tended for the benefit of Gen. Forman. 

Bell’s chance to touch off his arsenal 
came at 11 o'clock, and for twenty min- 
utes the air was lurid with flery Eng- 
lish, in the course of which Gen. For- 
man was held up as a destroyer of 
the peace of homes, a conscienceless 
and soulless schemer, who would stay 
up all night to change the name of a 
street or do any old thing, a man void 
of principle, lacking in the qualities 
which go to make up a public-spirited 
citizen, to say nothing of a husband and 
a father, and altogether deserving of 
obliquy, contempt, denunciation, criti- 
cism, and a chance to ascend the gal- 
lows. This because Gen. Forman sat 
on acommission which saw fit to 
change the name of Georgia Bell street 
to Nevada street. 

Gen. Forman took the assault made 
upon him quietly until Bell declared 
that Forman had, since hostilities broke 
out on Georgia Bell street, made an at- 
tempt to undermine Mr. Bell’s support, 
and add to his own constituency. Then 
Forman arose and said: “Mr. Chairman, 
I demand that these assertions be ac- 
companied by proof of some sort, and if 
not that the speaker making them be 
confined to the point at issue.” 

This was all, but it was sufficient to 
anger mightily Maj. Horace Bell, who, 
taking the demand of Gen. Forman to 
contain an insinuation as to his verac- 
ity, shouted the words used in the first 
paragraph of this account. 

Despite this talk, which savored of 
indiscriminate spilling of gore, the war 
correspondents present sharpened their 

' pencils in vain. Of personal encounters 
there were none, thanks to the admir- 
able manner in which Gen. Forman pre- 
served his temper and Chairman Tol] 
Sepauctes and controlled the noisy de- 
ate. 

As a result of the speeches made by 
Mr. Bell, the matter of changing the 
name of Nevada or Georgia Bell street 
was left to Mr. Bell, to argue his case 
before the Council next Monday, when 
the joint committee’s report is to be 
presented. In the mean time Bell is to 
secure from the residents on the street 
an expression of opinion as to what 
change, if any, is desired by them. 

The joint committee, made up of 
Councilmen Toll, Ashman and Nickell 
and Messrs. Forman, Burks, Washburn. 
Humphreys and Lummis. began its 
work at 10 o'clock yesterday morning 
by electing Councilman Toll chairman 
and Dana Burks secretary. The entire 
day was devoted to hearing protests 
and petitions, verbal and written. re- 
garding changes which were desired to 
be made. When the day’s work was 
done all the petitions had been disposed 
of, and almost every one satisfied. 
which, when the diverse and conflicting 
interests affected are considered, was 
no hight or easily-performed task. 


Chairman Toll conducted the pro- 
ceedings like a veteran. No such 


stormy session of a committee or a 
Council has been seen for years in the 
City Hall, but through all the wrang- 
ling, debating, nerve-twisting, hair- 
raising proceedings, the chairman kept 
a coo] head and a steady hand, poured 
of1 on the troubled waters a dozan 
times, convinced unreasonable men of 
the error of their ways, patched up dif- 


ferences between different sets of citi- 
zens, sat down firmly on people who 
needed extinction, and never lost his 
smile while he performed these amaz- 
ing feats. 

The citizens from the East Side were 
present in force. They protested against 
the changes made by. the commission, 
and wanted a new scheme adopted for 
their part of the city by which the 
Streets intersecting Pasadena avenue 
could be numbered and called avenues. 
They declared against what they 
termed the injustice worked upon them, 
one of their number, a Mr. Meemer, be- 
ing particularly violent in his denuncia- 
tion of the commissioners. His voice 
was rancous, and his logic ware not 
g00d. The .combination was wearisome. 

A motion was made by Councilman 
Nickell that the East Side people pres- 
ent be allowed to caucus ar present 
to the commission their wishes in the 
shape of a report. Mr. Mesmer of the 
loud voice, seconded the motion. and 
was deeply grieved when the chairman 
declined to concede him the privilege 
of seconding motions. The bumptious 
man protested against the property- 
owners not being “allowed a voice in 
the proceedings,”” but when Chairman 
Toll, in a suave and convincing man- 
ner said, “You must admit, Mr. Mes- 
mer, that thus far in the proceedings 
your voice, at least, has been decid- 
edly in evidence,” Mr. Mesmer sub- 
sided. 

After caucusing, the East Side peo- 
ple reported through W. J. Washburn, 
asking that the streets intersecting 
Pasadena avenue, beginning with 
Waters street. be numbered and called 
avenues, Waters being called Avenue 
Eighteen, and so on to the city limits. 

Mr. Lummis moved to amend this 
by calling Waters street Avenue One, 
and thus on to the limits. The amend- 
ment when put to a vote failed to 
earry. The original motion was 
adopted, and this settled the most im- 
portant protest before the commission. 

Horace Bell then appeared and was 
given the floor to state his case with 
reference to Georgia Bell street. He 
reviewed the statements which he had 
embodied in a petition to the Council, 
these being in brief, that the street 
had been opened and originally owned 
by him; that it was named by the 
Council in honor of his wife; that 
Gen. Forman had used his position as 
chairman of the street name commis- 
sion to have it changed to Nevada 
street, Mr. Forman being from Ne- 
vada originally. These statements 
were made the basis of Bell's re- 
marks, but during his tirade upon For- 
man, a lot of extraneous stuff was 
haled in, and the crowd present was 
treatd to a word-slinging exhibition of 
the sort that pugilists and police court 
lawyers are supposed to monopolize, 

The committee adjourned at 12 o'clock 
and met again at 2. 

J. R. Toberman appeared before the 
committee to ask that Pearl street be 
not changed to Figueroa street, as had 
been recommended by the commission. 
No action was taken yesterday in the 
matter, and the commission's action 
will probably be left to stand. 

Martin Marsh, who has the contract 
for the improvement of the Beaudry- 
avenue improvement district, asked the 
committee not to change the name of 
Figueroa streét in ‘the district to De la 
Guerro street, as had been recom- 
mended, his attorney having advised 
him that such a change might hinder 
the sale of the bonds. The committee 
decided to refer this matter to the 
City Attorney. 

The following street names were 
changed by the committee during the 
afternoon: 

First avenue to Arlington, Stilson 
Place to Marion avenue, Hawkins to 
Manitou, Wolfskill to Central avenue, 
Ruth between Eighth and Fourteenth 
to Stanford, Alcantara to Taylor, Es- 
calon to Dana, Manuela to Pomona, 
Ugarte to Ontario, Chicote to Webster, 
Orange to Compton, and Sargossa to 
Rossini. These changes from the com- 
mission’s original report will be sub- 
mitted to the Council next Monday. 


{AT THE COURT HOUSE 


RUHLAND SUES. 


SAYS HE WAS ARRESTED ON PRE- 
TENDED CHARGE. 


Ten Thousand Dollars is the Sum at 
Which Me Places the Damage 
to His Feelings and Reputation. 
Says He Was Refused Bail. 


The damage suit of J. B. Ruhland 
against the Jacob Dold Packing Com- 
pany, Was on trial before Judge Lucien 
Shaw and a jury in Department Five 
of the Superior Court yesterday. Ruh- 
land was the president of the Eastern 
Market Company which ran a meat- 
market at the corner of Fourth and 
Spring streets in this city. The com- 
pany went out of business in 1895, and 
Ruhland, with his family, went to San 
Diego to live. The company had done 
considerable business with the Jacob 
Dold Packing Company, and had han- 
died their goods. When the company 
went out of business it was in the 
packing company’s debt to the amount 
of $83.86. 

Ruhland alleges that the company 
of which he was president, was an in- 
corporation having money in the bank. 
about $4000 worth of property in this 
city, and real estate, securities, and 
business interests in Chicago valued at 


On July 6, 1895, Ruhland was arrested 
in San Diego by Constable Harry John- 
ston and brought to Los Angeles on a 
Warrant sworn to by the Dold Com- 
pany on the charge that he was about 
to leave the State with intent to de- 
fraud his creditors. Ruhland alleges in 
his suit for damages that he was ar- 
rested and deprived of his liberty eight 
hours, and:when he offered to give bai] 
after arriving in Los Angeles. he was 
told that he could not do so, but must 
either pay the bill or go to fail. 

Rather than suffer any further hu- 
miliation, Ruhland paid what was de- 
manded of him. He places the amount 
at $122.12, including the bill and con- 
stable’s and court fees. 

Now Ruhland asks for $10,565 dam- 
ages. He wants $5000 for his mental 
suffering on account of insult and hu- 
miliation, a like sum for injury to his 
credit, and the balance for the expense 
he has been unjustly subjected to. 

Felix Levy was on the stand yester- 
day as a witness for the plaintiff, and 
swore that he was ready and willing 
to go on Ruhiland’s bond at the time 
of his arrest, but was not allowed to 
do so. The greater part of the day 
was consumed by the reading of de- 
positions and affidavits: by the attor- 
neys for the plaintiff, tending to show 
his business standing and credit. 


DISSOLVED THE WRIT. 


Judge Shaw Decides the Smith-Jor.- 
dan Case. 


Judge Shaw rendered an opinion yes- 
terday in a case which has been pend- 
ing for a long time, dissolving the writ 
of attachment as moved by the defend- 
ant. The suit was brought by W.. R. 
Smith, the representative of the whole- 
sale millionery firm of Worthington 
& Ca. of . New York against 
May A. Jordan. The sum of $2853 was 
claimed to be due for goods sold ana 
delivered to the defendant, and an at- 
tachment was issued. .The  couri 
granted the motion to dissoWe the writ 
upon the ground that it was not prop- 
erly issued. 

The question presented for decision 
arose on the motion, which was made 
upon the ground that the contract 
Sued on was not made in this State, 
and is not, by its terms, payable in this 
State, but is payable in the city of 
New York. The contract was made in 
the following manner: The plaintiff 


engaged in the wholesale. millinerv 


| 


business in New York City, and the de- 
fendant in the retail business in the 
same line in Los Angeles. From time 
to time the defendant addressed written 
orders to the plaintiff, requesting him 
to ship the desoribed goods, and no 
place of payment was mentioned in the 
orders or in the bills of the plaintiff. 

The goods were boxed, delivered to 
a common carrier in New York, shipped 
and received tn Los Angeles. The rea- 
sons for which this was held to have 
been a contract made in New York, are 
these: The carrier to whom the goods 
were delivered in New York was the 
agent of the defendant, and the de- 
livery to the carrier passed the title, 
and as what one does by means of an 
agent is of the same effect in law as if 
done by the principal in person, the 
transaction was made in New York and 
it was neither payable in this State, nor 
was it a contract’upon which the payee 
could sue out a writ of attachment. 

The plaintiff introduced an amended 
complaint and another contract for the 
same goods, but the court ruled that 
as the plaintiff had two contracts for 
the payment of one debt. he had a right 
ta an attachment on only one of them. 
The motion in this case was to dissolve 
the attachment issued at the time the 
original complaint was filed. The 
court ruled that this writ was improp- 
erly issued and therefore ordered that 
it be dissolved, and the motiom of the 
defendant granted. 


MRS. VAWTER’S MISTAKE. 


Signs a Contract Without Knowing 
What it Ins. 

The case of John Newbergin against 
Mrs. E. J. Vawter and E. J. Vawter 
was appealed from the Justice Court in 
Santa Monica, and tried before Superior 
Judge Clark yesterday in Department 
One. Mrs. Vawter lives on Fourth 
street, in Ganta Monica, and at the so- 
licitation of an agent signed her name 
to a contract with W. Finley & Co. of 
Philadelphia. 

The contract is a subscription for one 
copy of the edition de luxe (Japan 
proofs) of ‘“‘World’s' Masterpieces of 
Modern Painting,’ to be published in 
ten sections at $10 per section, payable 
on delivery of each section. The com- 
plaint alleges that Mrs. Vawter has 
refused to pay for the sections, as per 
contract, and asks for a judgment of 
$100. Mrs. Vawter claims that she en- 
tirely misunderstood the meaning of 
the contract, thinking that she was 
ne promising to pay for one section 
at $10. 

The case was tried in the Santa Mon- 
ica Justice Court and a decision ren- 
dered for the defendant, but after it 
was tried and argued before Judge 
Clark yesterday he took the matter un- 
der advisement. 


A SEALED VERDICT. 


Jury in a Damage Suit Out Over Six 
Hours. 


In the $20,000 damage suit of Thomas 
Welsh vs. the Los Angeles Railway 
Company, before Judge York and a 
jury in Department Three, the fore- 
noon yesterday was occupied by the 
arguments of counsel. Between noon 
and 2 o’clock in the afternoon the jury 
were out in the rain on a visit to the 
scene of the accident, near Eastlake 
Park. 

When.they returned the court in- 
structed them as to the law of the 
case, and they were locked up about 
half past two o'clock to deliberate on 
a verdict. At about 5 o’clock they ap- 

rised *the court that they could not 

ree, and were ordered either to come 
to a verdict or remain in the jury room 
until 9 o’clock, and if they then dis- 
agreed, to consider’ themselves dis- 
missed. 

At about 9 o’clock they came to an 
agreement,and according to instructions 
delivered a sealed verdict to the bai. 


CHARGE REDUCED. 


Calderon Sentenced for Simple As- 
sault. 

Gillermo Calderon was brought up 
before Judge Smith in Department One 
yesterday ito be tried on a charge of 
assault with a deadly weapon, but 
pleaded guilty to.a charge of simple 
assault and was sentenced by the court 
to ten days’ imprisonment in the 
County Jail. 

The evidence was not sufficient to 
convict Calderon on the charge first 
preferred against him, and the stary 
of his wrong-doing was as follows: He 
was very drunk and went to a saloon 
in the peaceful and quiet community 
in which he lived, Calabasas, and as he 
had no money, offered to “hang up” an 
old sword that ‘he had with him in pay- 
ment for his drinks. : 

This sword was not considered good 
collateral by the proprietor of the sa- 
loon, who refused to allow Calderon 
anything ‘for it. The old Mexican was 
very wroth at this, and the report is 
that he chased the barkeeper and other 
inmates of the place, flourishing the 
deadly weapon in the air. At any rate, 
no one was hurt, and it was an utter 
impossibility to get any witnesses to 
support the State's case. 

Deputy District Attorney James se- 
cured the old sword, which is a real 
curiosity, for the paltry sum of 50 cents, 
and it will henceforth adorn the walls 
of the District Attorney's office. 


SENT TO HIGHLAND, 


Sad Story Told by Mra. 
Donald. 


A woman who gave her name as.Mrs. 
Thea McDonald, was examined for in- 
sanity by Drs. Lindley and Mathis yes- 
terday before Judge York in Depart- 
ment Three, and committed to the asy- 
lum at Highland. Mrs. McDonald’s 
story is as follows: 

Up to about four years ago she 
lived with her husband and two boys 
in Buena Park. At about that 
time she was compelled to keave her 
husband on account of his extreme 
cruelty toward her, and she went to 
Ogden, Utah, where she has resided 
up to the present time. Some time 
ago she heard that her youngest son 
was dead, but imagined that it was a 
scheme of her husband's to deceive her. 
The woman dreamed of her boys con- 
tinually, and brooded and worried over 
the matter in the daytime. 

She dreamed that her husband was 
leading her boys astray and teaching 
them all manner of.evil, and that her 
youngest boy, the one who was re- 
ported dead. was always calling to 
her to come to him. This soon became 
a fixed delusion with the poor woman, 
and as she could not shake it off, she 
decided to come to California and look 
up her children. 

She was on her way to her former 
home, and had got as far as this 
city, When her queer actions made the 
railway employés telephone for an offi- 
cer and place her under arrest.

FAMILY TROUBLES. 
The Wife Would Not Visit Her Moth- 
er-in-law. 

The divorce case.of Lou May Kelly 
against J. A. Kelly, formerly County 
Recorder, and now one of the proprie- 
tors of the Anheuser Café on Spring 
Street, was tried before Superior Judge 
M. T. Allen in Department Six yes- 
terday. The default of the defendant 
was entered and judgment awarded the 
plaintiff, as prayed for. Mrs. Kelly 
was given the custody of her two 
minor children, and was granted $75 
per month alimony. 

The plaintiff claimed as grounds for 
the proceedings that her husband was 
guilty of cruel conduct toward her, 
and abused her continually, as a result 
of, and occasioned by, her repeated re- 
fusal to call upon or make social over- 
tures to his mother, who lives in and 
conducts the Phoenix lodging-house, on 
Spring street. Mrs. Kelly also alleged 
that her husband threatened to and

year-old daughter consented to do as 
he wished and call upon his mother 
at the Phoenix.

LAIRD GETS ONE YEAR. 


The Young Forger Sentenced to San 
Quentin. 

L. J. Laird, Jr., who was recently 
convicted of forgery, was sentenced 
by Judge B. N. Smith yesterday to 
one year’s imprisonment in the pen- 
itentiary at San Quentin. Laird was 
convicted on a charge of passing off 
a check on Cline Bros., the grocers, 
which was drawn on the Califortfia 
Bank, and signed by A. B. Clark. The 
check was for $26, and Laird said that 
he had received it for work per- 
formed for Clark in Pasadena. 

The check was not honored when 
presented at the bank, and Laird was 
arrested. His defense was temporary 
insanity, produced by chronic alcohol- 
ism, and it was proven that Laird had 
been confined in an asylum at. his 
home in Georgia, where his parents are 
wealthy and respected people. This 
line of argument did not have the in- 
tended effect on the jury, however, and 
they turned in a verdict of guilty as 
charged, recommending the defendant 
to the mercy of the court. . 

The attorneys for the young man 
made a motion of a new trial yester- 
day, and argued that the crime as 
proven by the evidence was not for- 
gery, but at most passing a ficticious 
check. The court overruled the mo- 
tion, but after a very kind talk to 
Laird, sentenced him very leniently ff 
proportion to his crime, giving him only 
one year. Few men convicted of for- 
gery escape with less than five years’ 
imprisonment. When Judge Smith told 
the convicted man that he was very 
sorry to see him in that position, 
young Laird broke down and sobbed 
out, “You are not nearly so sorry as 
I am, Judge,” 


THE PLAINTIFF RESTS. 


The Defense Begins in the Daneri 
Damage Suit. 

The plaintiff in the Daneri_ suit 
against the Southern California Rail- 
way for $6000 damages, placed his last 
witness on the stand yesterday morn- 
ing, and rested his case. The closing 
witness was Baron, who was Deputy 
County Assessor in 1889. He took the 
stand to testify as to the value of the 
property, and said he would place a 
value of $100 per acre on the property 
under litigation before the ravages of 
the flood. He further testified that 
about one-half or two-thirds of -Da- 
neri’s land was completely covered 
by the, flood of December, 1889, and 
about two-thirds of the property was 
damaged by having the soil washed 
away, and being covered with sand. 
Baron also stated that the land had 
no present market value. 

Surveyor Sanders was the first wit- 
ness called for the defense, and his 
testimony on cross-examination was 
hardly what the defense desired. He 
testified that if the end of the levee 
were projected on a tangent toward the 
east bank of the river, it would inter- 
sect the east bank at a poimt about 
6800 feet below the end of the levee, 
and only a short distance below the 
break in thé bank. This, the prosecu- 
tion contends, is proof that the cur- 
rent of the river was turned by the 
levee. Sanders further testified that 
the levee was constructed in the bed 
of the river, and considerably east of 
the line of the high-water mark on 
the west bank, confirming Surveyor 
Wright’s testimony. ' 

The defense took up the rest of the 
day with the testimony of Gaspar 
Valenzuela, and A. R. Sepulveda, who 
told of the course the river took after 
the break in the banks, and the lands 
covered by the flood. 


CITATION FOR CONTEMPT. 
Plaintifi’s Alimony 
Lowered, 


William C. Heilbron appeared before 
Judge Allen in Department Six yester- 
day on a citation to show cause why 
he should not be punished for contempt 
of court. His wife, Eva Heilbron, 
brought suit for divorce against him 
on January 21, the court, on January 
25, made an order that $60 per month 
should be paid by Heilbron to his wife 
pending the issue of the divorce suit. 

Mrs. Heilbron alleged that she had 
received but $31.50 from her husband, 
and ithe court ordered that he pay his 
wife the $28.50 due her. On Heilbron’s 
statement that he could not afford to 
pay so much as $60 per month, and on 
investigation of his income, the 
court decided that Mrs. Heilbron could 
get along on $10 per week, and as ithat 
was about all that Heilbron could pos- 
sibly spare, that she would have to 
do so. 

The grounds on which the divorce 
proceedings are based are wilful neg- 
lect, habitual. drunkenness and extreme 
cruelty. This last ground will be con- 
tested by the defendant. The divorce 
trial was set for February 23.

A Pomona Feed Company and a 
Cemetery Association. 
Articles of incorporation were filed 
yesterday for the F. H. Paine Feed 
and Fuel Company of Pomona. The 
capital stock of the company is stated 
at $6000, divided into 600 shares of the 
par value of $10 each, all of which are 


subscribed for. The directors are: F. 
H. Paine, Clarence H. Lee, W. A. 
Paine, W. Z. Lee and D: D. Lee, all 


of Pomona. The purposes for which 
the company are formed are to engage 
in almost every conceivable branch of 
the feed and fuel business, including 
both the manufacture and sale of the 
same. 

The Hollywood Cemetery Association 
also filed articles of incorporation, and 
F. W. Samuelson of Humboldt, 
Mrs. M. W. Gardner of Santa Monica, 
Joseph D. Rodford, Gilbert Smith and 
Thomas R. Wallace of Los Angeles 
are named as directors. The object of 
the incorporation is to carry on all 
business relating to cemetery associa- 
tions as set forth in the provisions of 
the Civil Code. The capital stock of the 
corporation is stated at $100,000, and 
of this amount $50,000 is actually sub- 
scribed, F. W. Samuelson holding 496 
of the 500 shares. 


FOR RIGHT OF WAY. 


Suit for Condemnation of Land for 
Railway Purposcs. 

A suit was filed yesterday by the 
Pasadena and Pacific Railway Com- 
pany against the Rosedale Cemetery 
Association, for right-of-way through 
the property owned by the defendant. 
The strip of land the plaintiff asks to 
be condemned for right-of-way is 
thirty-five feet wide, and about 533 
yards long. It runs from a point at 
the west line of the defendant's land, 
where the center strikes the same, 
and runs parallel, at a distance of 
about 930 feet south of Pico street. The 
east end of the strip runs to a point 
on the east line of the defendant's 
property, in the center line of a short 
unnamed street running west from 
the south end of Telegraph street. 

The complaint states that the plaintiff 
owns a franchise authorizing him to 
construct a single or double track elec- 
tric railway: line down Hill to Six- 
teenth street and out Sixteenth 
street in the direction of ‘the 
lands of the defendant described in 
the complaint, and to and across said 
land, and thence to the town of Santa 
Monica. The complaint also avers 
that the strip of land in question has 
been located where it avould be most 
compatible with the greatest public

good and cause the least private in- 


ury. 

Furthermore, says plaintiff, the de- 
fendant has been sought and ap- 
proached on the subject, and the plain- 


| tiff has been unable to agree with the 


defendant as to the value of the strip 
or the amount which the plaintiff 
ought to pay therefor. Wherefore the 
complaint prays that the land be ad- 
judged necessary for the railroad, and 
the use thereof by the plaintiff, a pub- 
lic use authorized by law; that the 
value of the strip, which contains one 
and twenty-eight one-hundredths acres, 
be ascertained; that the damage which 
will accrue to the defendant by reason 
of the severance of.the tract be also 
ascertained: that the amount which 
the plaintiff shall pay to the defendant 
for the right-of-way shall be deter- 
mined, and that the plaintiff be al- 
lowed to pay such amount and enter 
upon the strip and to construct its 
railway line thereon. 


AT SAN PEDRO. 


Two Cases Tried Wednesday After- 
noon, 

Two cases were tried before Justice 
of the Peace Downing at San Pedro 
‘Wednesday afternoon, Asst.” Dist.- 
Atty. Williams representing the 
people.’ The first case was against 
three men for burglary. The names of 
the defendants were James McKenna, 
William Thompson and John Lennox, 
and as they were arrested on Tuesday 
and there was no place where they 
could be safely confined in Wilmington, 
they were brought to Los Angeles and 
placed in the County Jail, and then re- 
turned to San Pedro for trial. After 
their hearing, in which they were bound 
over to the Superior Court, they were 
again brought to Los Angeles and 


placed in the County Jail for safe keep- 


ing. 

The three men were charged with 
having entered the ship Dawn .on the 
evening of February 14, with intent to 
steal. The facts of the case as -brought 
out upon the witness-stand are sub- 
stantially as follows: The man who 
was left in charge of the Dawn, which 
is tied up for the season in San Pedro 
Harbor, left the boat about 7 o’clock in 
the evening and went-to a store in 
San Pedro to make a few purchases. 

He returned in a few minutes, and 
when he neared the boat he saw a 
light through a port hole. He stealthily 
crept aboard, and when he had gained 
the deck he heard the voices of’men ‘in 
the cabin below. The watchman 
slammed down the hatches and bat- 
tened them, sent to the town for the 
officers and kept guard until aid ar- 
rived. 

When the officers came to his relief 
a great deal of trouble was experienced 
in getting hold of the three men below. 
The trio threatened to fight their way 
out and make it decidedly interesting 
for their would-be captors, but they 
were finelly prevailed upon to sur- 
render without a fight. One of the men 
was stark naked, as he had fallen into 
the water when attempting to board 
the ship, and had removed his clothing 
and hung it in the cabin to dry. The 
man was given a pair of overalls and 
led away with the others. 

On one of the men the money was 
found which the watchman had left in 
the pockets of his clothing, and an- 
other of the culprits was attired in a 
coat and vest belonging to the watch- 
man. The men were strangers in San 
Pedro, and appeared to belong to the 
criminal Class. It did not take long~ 
for the court to hold them over to the 
higher court on a charge of burglary, 
and their bail was fixed at $1500 each. 

The other case before Justice Down- 
ing was a trial of two men ona charge 
of vagrancy. One of the men was pasi- 
tively identified as a man who had been 
seen on Terminal or Rattlesnake Island 
a few days ago soliciting alms from 
house to house. The other man was 
also identified as a beggar who’ had 
been ‘“‘touring’’ the island. The mén 
asked to testify in their own behalf, 
and vigorously protested against their 
arrest. They made very clear. state- 
ments as.to their movements in the re- 
cent past, and convinced Dist.-Atty. 
Williams as to the truth of their story. 

One of the defendants said he was an 
American sailor, and had recently come 
from Australia to San Diego on an 
English ship. He showed a first-class 
discharge from the ship to corroborate 
his statement. The other man said he 
was <Australian born, but had lived 
some time in this country and always 
shipped as an American. sailor. He 
said he was a painter as well as a 
sailor, and could work at either occu- 
pation equally well.

SPECULATION AT SAN PEDRO. 


NORTHERN CALIFORNIA BEGINNING 
TO WAKE UP. . 


The Sale of the Rialto Tract—Need 
of an Official City Map—To Pro- 
tect Foreign Settlers—The 
Torrens System. 


As a rule the local real estate dealers 
continue to complain about a dull real 
estate market and small business. It 
would, however, be erroneoug to sup- 
pose that little or no business is being 
done. The fact is there are so many 
real estate dealers in Los Angeles that 
to make any particular impression re- 
guires a large volume of business. 
When the business of the week is di- 
vided among about three hundred deal- 
ers it takes a large sum to give each a 
bare living. iS, 
THE OIL TERRITORY. 

One of the jeo#ing topics of conversa- 
tion among real estate men during the 
past week has been the rapid extension 
of the oil territory in a westerly direc- 
tion toward the line of 1600 feet from 
Westlake Park, recently established by 
the city, There is a good demand for 
lots in the neighborhood of First and 
Union avenue for oil purposes. Fifty- 
foot lots in this locality have been leased 
at prices ranging frm $30 to cash 
per month. There hag been some talk 
among oil borers of testing the power 
of the city to restrict boring operations 
within a certain territory. The oil 
men would be wise to rest satisfied with 
reasonable restrictions, lest public opin- 
ion may force the Council to attempt 
more drastic measures. It is evident, 
however, that there will be considerable 
difficulty in permanently énforcing this 
ordinance, for the reqgson that, when.the 
line of 1600 feet shall have been reached 
by a large number of derricks, the own- 
ers of vacant lots, or even of improvéd 
property just inside the limit will feel 
themselves aggrieved because they can- 
not bore for oil, while at the same time 
thev will be unable to utilize their 
property for residence purposes. The 
entire subiect is a complicated one, and 
cannot be disposed of in an off-hand 
manner. Of one thing, however, there 
can be no doubt, namely, that the oil 
men should be forced to keep their oil 
where it belongs, and prevent it fro 
running down into territory where it 
not wanted. 

SAN PEDRQO. 

Last week The Times referred to the 
excellent opportunities for speculation 
that were presented at San Pedro, and 
expressed surprise that more speculat- 
ors and investors had not taken advant- 
age of such opportunities. It appéars 
that there is at least one level-headed 
individual in the city who has heen 
aguietly at work for same weeks past, 
and has obtained optionsona number 
of valuable water front and other prop- 
erties at the deep-water harbor site 
that is to be. It is also reported that 
the Southern Pacific Company has this 
week purchased acres of land at 
San Pedro. 

The Times will have something more 
to say on this subject next week. 

THB RIALTO TRAGT. 

With the exception of the Chino deal, 
the most important real estate trans- 
action in country property that has 
taken place in Southern California for 
a. number of years was the transfer of 
22.000 acres of land in San Bernardino 
county, at and near Rialto, a few miles 
this side of San Bernardino city, by 
the San Francisco Savings Union to a 
company of eastern and English cap- 
italists. An outline of the transaction 
Was given several days ago in The 
Times. About a year ago the San Fran- 
cisco bank had to foreclose on this 
property. The residents on the tract 
have been having an uphill fight for 
several years owing to financial compli- 
cations of the former company, insuf- 
ficient water supply, etc. It now looks 
as if those who have persevered on 
their property would come out all right. 
Much of the soil in that section appears 
very sandy. but it is highly productive 
when well irrigated, and the oranges 
grown around Rialto are of first-class 
quality. 

It is stated that 2000 acres of the tract 
will be planted to canaigre. About a 
year ago negotiations were under way 
for the planting of a portion of the tract 
in canaigre, but it was understood that 
the deal fell through. 


MINNEOLA VALLEY. 


Minneola Valley is a tract of land ly-. 


ing along the Mojave River, east of 
Daggett, on the Atlantic and Pacific 
Railroad, which has been boomed-in an 
erratic and spasmodic manner for some 
time past in this city. It appears that 
the parties who are at the head of the 
enterprise are now endeavoring to ob- 
tain settlers and investors in the Brit- 
ish metropolis, undeterred by the warn- 
ing recently issued from the British 
Constl’s office in San Francisco to 
young’ “Britishers against jumping 
hastily. into California land schemes 
before investigating the facts. 

The San Francisco Chronicle of Sun- 
day last devoted a column to a severe 
arraignment of this enterprise. It ap- 
pears that the organization which is 
handling the Minneola scheme in Lon- 
don goes by the high-sounding title of 
the ‘Anglo-California Estates Agency, 
Limited, 11 Pall Mall, 8S. W., and Bry- 
son Block, Los Angeles (T. H. Dudley, 
agent.) A paper called the Anglo-Cali- 
fornian is published in London’to boom 
the enterprise. On a map of the valley 
is shown a canal system. d and 
water are offered at £5 5s’ per acre 
(about $25.) The purchaser of forty 
acres is offered a free passage from 
London to Minneola. The projectors 
propose to build a canal to take water 
from the underflow of the river by 
sinking a dam‘to bedrock. 

The soil of the Minneola Valley is 
probably no more arid and forbidding 
than that of some other sections in the 
Southwest that have been redeemed by 
irrigation, but the irrigation system of 
the yalley—and that is the most im- 
portant part,—appears to be, so far, “‘in 
the air.’”’ ‘To settle on such, land with- 
out a water supply is about equivalent 
to building a stamp mill beforea shaft 
has been dug to extract the ore, 

A CITY MAP. 

The city should have an official map 
tg*hang in the Council Chamber, show- 
ing the records from the earliest date 
to. the present day. . Such a map should 
be on a Jarge scale, not less than twelve 
feet by twelve feet, and should show all 
the annexed territory, with every lot 
marked plainly enough to be easily dis- 
tinguished. It should also show 
Plainly the city lands, parks, school- 
houses, etc. There are few, if any, cities 
in the United States of the size of Los 
Angeles which do not possess an official 
map of the city. San Francisco re- 
cently expended $10,000 for an official 
map. . The. City Engineer ‘estimates 
that a satisfactory map bs this char-

THE FIRST-STREET CUT. 

Citizens of Los Angeles may be con- 
gratulated on the fact that the city has 
won the long drawn-out stit brought 
by Mrs. Shepard to recover $50,000 dam- 

es for the cut alongside of her prop- 
erty on First street. Another suit of 
a similar character will probably 
decided the same way. It is not im- 
probable that the effect of this deci- 
sion will, before long, be to induce the 
property-owners on the big hill west 
of First street to have their lots graded 
down to a reasonable level. In that 
case, the section refe to would 
make good business property . before 
long, and be vastly increased in value. 
The improvement ghould not be @ very 
expensive one to make, because there 
are large hollows west: of Olive street 
to be filled up, where the property- 
owners would be glad to take the soil 
and haul it. away. 
TO PROTECT FORBDIGN SETTLERS. 

The report of the British Consul- 
General in San“ Francisco, on frauds 
practiced on British settlers, has in- 
duced the State Board of Trate ta‘take 
action in the matter. At a recent ses- 
sion Gf the board, President Filcher 
admitted that many frauds on foreign 
settlers had been practiced, specifying 
the Holland ¢Gdlonization scheme in 
Merced county as a flagrant example, 
the result af which has undoubtedly 
been to give California a very black 
eye in that country. It was finally de- 
ciued to appoint @ committee to wait 
upor the Governor and endeavor to 
persuade him to make the matter the 
pe th of a special message ta the 
Legislature, to lead to the appointment 
of an inspector to pass on all colony 
schemes in California, before any cap- 
ital can be invested: . 
In commenting upon the report of 
Consul-General Warburton, The Times 
has shown that most of the loss on 
part of British settlers has been due 
to gross lack of ordinary business fore- 
sight on their part. While such is the 
case, the fact remains that failures on 
part of these foreign settlers go a long 
way toward retarding development of 
the State. All who are interested in 
the progress of California should aid in 
preventing disappointment on part of 
those who come to settle here. It is 
possible that good might be accom- 
plished in the line indicated by the 
State Board of Trade, although it is 
evident that such an inspector would 
have immense power, and it would be 
essential that the appointee should ke 
a man of the highest personal charac- 
ter. It would, perhaps, be better to 
have a body composed of representa- 
tives from the leading commercial 
bodies of the State, acting without pay, 
to undertake this task.: 
NORTHERN CALIFORNIA’ WAKING 
_ Apropos of the immigration, question, 
it should be noted that the northern 
part of the State is evidently beginning 
to awaken to the necessity of offering 
more inducements to attract settlers. 
As recently mentioned in The Times, 
it has been decided to establish in Los 
Angeles a sort of information bureau, 
for the purpose of trying to induce 
some of the eastern people who come 
to Southern California to; turn their 
steps toward the terra incognita north 
of the Tehachepi. Our northern breth- 
ren complain that.Southern California 
gets more than its due share of immi- 
It is undoubtedly true that 
the seven southern counties obtain a 
larger share of immigration than the 
northern part of the State, but whether 
it is more than our due share or not 
is an open question. In the first place, 
it cannot be denied that the climate of 
the coast region of Southern Califor- 
nia is somewhat superior to that of any 
other part of the State. On the other 
hand, there are large areas of country 
along the coast counties, between 
Santa Barbara and Mendocino, which 
have an excellent climate, and, besides, 
are’ more picturesque than the coast 
Bection of Southern California, being 
well wooded, and having an abundance 
of running water. The prices of land 
in that section are, moreover, consid- 
erably lower than those asked in South- 
ern California. One might, therefore, 
suppose that they would succeed in at- 
tracting more settlers. The reason that 
they have not done so is a simple one. 
Southern California not only has some- 
thing of value to offer immigrants, but 
it has been for ten years or more, tire- 
less in making known those attractions 
to the outside world. The secret of 
our success is mainly based on per- 
sistent and judicious advertising. 
Should the northern part of the State 
emulate this example, there is no 
doubt that it will profit by it, but the 
work must be done persistently, not by 
fits and starts. 

Southern California is not jealous of 
the northern part of the State, some 
misguided San Francisco publications 
to the contrary, notwithstanding. All 
we ask is that they shall tell the truth 
about us, as we are willing to do about 
them, and confine themselves to a fair 
contest for the immigration that comes 
to California, so that the State as large 
may be benefited. Among other things 
which it is to be hoped the northern 
people will not do, is to circulate that 
fearful and wonderful climatic map of 
the Southern Pacific Company, which 
shows that the climates of Santa Mon- 
ica and Fresno are identical. Such 
gross misrepresentations can only have 
one effect—that of disgusting people 
with a section that relies upon fraud 
to induce immigration. 

THE TORRENS SYSTEM. 


According to the latest dispatches 
from Sacramento the outlook for the 
final. passage of the Torrens Trans- 
fer Bill, upon which Mr. Bulla has 
been working hard, are excellent. The 
Real Estate Guide recently had the 
following remarks in regard to the 
slow progress that has been made 
throughout the country in the intro- 
duction of this 
land transfers: 

“Whiie there can be no doubt that 
the spread of the Torrens system of 
land transfer will be retarded 
wherever possible by those who make 
a business of searching titles. much 
of the cause of the delay in this~ re- 
form is to be found in the ignor- 
ance and apathy concerning the sub- 
ject on the part of the general pub- 
lic. In fact, general apathy seems to 
have the ordering of many things in 
the field of real estate. It-is difficult 
to divest real estate transactions of 
the moss-covered restrictions that have 
been in vogue for centuries, particu- 
larly because they have the-solemn 
phrasing of the law books’ and . the 
smell of the courts. 

“The progress of the Torrens system 
on this continent has been slow, and 
to those who-have studied the sys- 
tem sufficiently to know its merits, this 
fact is surprising. In the province of 
Ontario, where it has been established 
for Many years as an optional gsys- 
tem, it has not made the headway that 
was reasonably expected. the 
United States the system got a serious 
setback by the decision of the Illinois 
Supreme Court, which has delayed for 
an indefinite time the operation of 
the system in that State, and has 
discouraged Torrens advocates in other 
States.. The Ohio law, which has not 
the same defect that the judges 
found in the Illinois act, is to 
tested fim thé courts on other points. 

“Wherever there has been an effort 
to incorporate the Torrens system into 
the State law the credit is due to 
the real estate men, for in every in- 
stance that lias come to our knowl- 
edge, the real estate men have taken 
the initial steps and have borne nearly, 
if not quite all, of the labor in bring- 
ing the matter before the people and 
the. State Legislature. The general 
public—which is so closely akin to 
General Apathy—has shown little in- 
terest, although the owners of real es- 
tate will be the ones who will be 
benefited by the system if it becomes

“TARIFF ON ORANGES. 


DISCUSSED YESTERDAY AT A COM- 
MITTEE MEETING. 


Capt. M. J. Daniels Elected to Rep- 
resent the Citrus Froit Growers 
at Washington Upon the Subject 

of a Higher Tariff. 


‘Higher tariff on the citrus fruits of 
Southern California was the subject 
discussed yesterday afternoon at the 
meeting of the General Committee of 
Citrus Fruit-Growers, held in the direc- 
tors’ room of the Chamber of Com- 
merce. George Frost of Riverside oc- 
cupied the chair, and a majority of the 
southern counties were represented in 
the meeting. 

Communications weré read from Con- 
gressman-elect C. A. Barlow, and from 
Congressmen Bowers and McLachlan, 
all promising to do all in their power 
to protect the orange industry of 
Southern California by endsevoring to 
procure a tariff rate high enough to 
insure a reasonable living profit to the 
grower. It was stated that it is prob- 
able that the higher ‘tariff will be ob- 
tained, but that the exact rate will de- 
pend upon the exertions made by the 
Papsensatetives when the bill is framed. 

Subscriptions have come in to an 
amount sufficient to start active work. 

. J. Daniels of Riverside was elected 
as the representative of the orange- 
growers in Washington, to lay the de- 
tails of the case before the Ways and 
Means Committee. Mr. Daniels’s ex- 
penses will be paid by the General 
Committee. His services are rendered 
free of charge. Mr. Daniels is the het- 
ter qualified for this work by reason 
of his large acquaintance with eastern 
Congressmen. He has served before 
in this capacity, and has many influ- 
ential friends in Washington. If pos- 
sible, another representative will be 
sent to handle the interests of the 
lemon-growers. If funds cannot be 
raised for this purpose, Capt. Daniels

CUBAN LEAGUE. 


LOS ANGELES LOCAL ORGANIZA- 
TION FORMED. 


Twenty Prominent Citizens Hold a 
Meeting in Mayor Snyder's Of- 
fice in the City Halil. 


MORAL SUPPORT PROFFERED. 


NOTHING TO BE DONE To PROVOKE 
HOSTILITY WITH SPAIN. 


Sympathy Freely Extended to the 
Cubans—Peacetful Endeavors to Be 
Made to Bud the War—Cuba’s 
Independence Recognized. 


In obedience to a call issued by the 
General Committee of the United States 
Cuban League, about twenty prominent 
citizens of Los Angeles met last even- 
ing in Mayor Snyder's office at the City 
Hall to consider the plan of forming a 
local organization to coiperate with 
the United States Cuban League in 
extending aid to the Cuban patriots. 
Fifty men had been invited to attend 
the meeting, but owing to the inclem- 
ency of the weather, comparatively few 
were present. 

Mayor Snyder, after a few intro- 
ductory remarks, read the communica- 
tion from the General Committee, 
which stated that similar letters had 
been sent to the Mayors of 700 other 
cities, and in nearly all cases favorable 
responses had been received. Com- 
mittees of prominent citizens had been 
appointed for the purpose of organizing 
branch leagues throughout the United 
States, and such was the purpose of the 
present meeting. 

Upon motion of Capt. Cressey, Gen. 
Johnstone Jones was elected temporary 
chairman of the league. W. T. Wil- 
liams suggested the fitness of Mayor 
Snyder for this position, but the Mayor 
declined the honor, alleging the pressure 
ras his duties as an exXcuse for not act- 
ng. 

Gen. Jones took the chair and opend 
his administration by calling for the 
election of a temporary secretary. C. 
W. Fleming was at once nominated for 
that position and unanimously elected. 

The temporary organization thus be- 
ing complete, the chairman made a 
brief address in which he explained the 
reason of the call issued by the general 
league, and mapped out the work to 
be done by the local organizations. 

Gen. Jones began by briefly stating 
the objects of the meeting, which was 
called to organize a branch league to 
codperate with the Cuban League of 
the United States. The league has al- 
ready spread over the greater part of 
the countfy, having its root in New 
York, where it is officered such men 
as Col. Ethan Allen, Charies A. Dana, 


Chauncey Depew, ex-Gov. Flower, 
Thomas Gilroy, John Jacob Astor, 
Theodore Roosevelt, Col. Frederick 


Dent Grant and many other prominent 
men, who have fent the movement | 
their hearty support. A branch league | 
has been formed in San Francisco, and 
Gen. Jones warmly urged that Los An- 
geles follow suit, as the best means of 
spreading the organization throughout 
all California. 

The object of the league, as set forth 
by the chairman, is simply to lend to 
Cuba the sympathy apd moral support 
of the United Statés, as expressed by 
the majority of its people, not to en- 
courage the outbreak of hostilities with 
Spain by any overt act. The intention 
of the league is to use all peaceful and 
honorable means to bring the Cuban 
war to a speedy close, and to enforce 
the recognition of the island’s independ- 
ence by the sheer weight of public opin- 
ion. ,There are treaties with Spain 
whieh must not be broken, and it is the 
intention of the league to act fairl 
and to see that all national obligation 
are sacredly preserved. 

At the close of this presentation of 
the facts, it was agreed that the first 


step to be taken was the formal or- | 
ganization of the branch league. A re- | 
cess of ten minutes was then taken, | 
during which every man in the room | 
affixed his signature to the following 


pledge of membership: 

‘We, the undersigned citizens of Los 
Angeles, anxious for the success of all 
people in obtaining the civil and polit- 
ical liberty which this nation acquired 
more than a century ago, and still en- 
joys, unite in organizing the Cuban 
League of Los Angeles, The object of 
this league is to coéperate with the 
Cuban League of the United States in 
the effort to secure for Cuba by all law- 
ful, peaceful and honorable means, the 
political independence which her patri- 
ots are now endeavoring by tremendous 
sacriftce of treasure and life to gain; to 
encourage them with our sympathies 


and mofal support, and to arouse the 


whole nation to demand an end of the 
existing war in the island.”

W. T. Williams objected to the fore- 
going pledge on the ground that it was 
not spicy and warlike enough to suit 
him.

The majority of the 
citizens assembled in solemn conclave 
to aid the suffering Cubans did not 
appear to agree with Mr. Williams's 
view of the matter, so the discussion 
was turned off with a laugh, and the 
meeting proceeded to effect a perma- 
nent organization. 

Upon motion of Capt. Cressey, Gen. 
Jones and Mr. Fleming were unani- 
mously elected as permanent president 
and secretary of the league. The three 
vice-presidents elected were: H. Z. Os- 
borne, Dr. Sykes and J. R. Rush. The 
chair then appointed an Executive 
Committee of five: W. T Williams, J. 


W. Trueworthy, S. R. Thorpe, J. A. 
Kingsley and J. W. Long. 

The secretary was instructed to 
communicate with the New York

DEPRECIATED CURRENCY IN 


CUBA. The Cubans are having a lit- 
tle experience with depreciated cur- 
rency. Gen. Weyler has issued an 
edict forbidding merchants and others 
from making a discount on the ‘paper 
currency, which has depreciated in 
value. Gen. Weyler is merely doing 
by force of arms what some people in 
this country wished to do last year by 
force of law. In both cases the result 
is sure to be a failure. 


MONEY IN MILLINERY. That 
there is big money in the millinery 


business sometimes is shown by the 
etory of a millinery house which was 
established’ in Paris in 1891, with a 
capital of $40,000, and is now being con- 
verted into a stock concern, and its 
stock to the amount of $2,500,000 offered 


to London investors. Although the 
profits of the first twelve months 
showed but $3000, in the five or six 
years of its existence the concern 
cleared over $600,000. In the newly-or- 
ganized company the original pro- 


prietors are to receive $500,000 in cash, 
more than $1,000,000 in preferred shares, 
or money, at the option of the company 
$400,000 in common shares, and are em- 
ployed as managers of the concern for 
five vears at $12,000 per annum. AS a 
contemporary observes, this explains 
why a bonnet no bigger than a man’s 
hand sometimes costs $50. 


GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 

TO FIGHT THE OIL TRUST. Ad- 
vices from Chicago state that. the 
Standard Oil Trust has at last met 
competitors who will make the mon- 
opoly divide business with them, and 
who intend to stay in the field. These 
are the Cudahy brothers, . Chicago 
packers, who have a branch establish- 
ment in Los Angeles. This firm already 
has immense holdings of oil land in 
Ohio and Indiana, and is better pre- 
pared to battle with the trust than have 
been any former rivals. A Chicago 
dispatch to the San Francisco Exam- 
iner gives the following information re- 
garding the new enterprise: 

“The Cudahys conceived the idea of 
entering the oil business several years 
ago and quietly purchased land in 
both the Ohio and Indiana oil belts. 
Where they were unable to purchase 
the land outright they have secured 
long-time leases, so that now their 
holdings of oil lands are enormous. 
They have recently constructed a pipe- 
Yine direct from the oil fields to Kan- 
kakee, Ill., at which place they have in 
course of erection a mammoth plant, 
which will be used both as a pumping 
station and a rendering factory. From 

kakee to Chicago a tank-line has 
established. 

“The Cudahys already deal heavily 
in fuel oil, and are steadily gaining a 
good trade for illuminating oil. They 
furnish Charlies T. Yerkes with all the 
fuel necessary to operate the North 
and West Side cable lines and two elec- 
tric roads. They also have an exclusive 
contract to furnish all the fuel used 
by the Edison Electric Company, as 
well as supplying one or two big firms 
at the stock yards.’ Yerkes is said to be 
the largest consumer of oil in the world, 
and. like the Edison company and the 
stock yards concerns, formerly patron- 
ized the Standard Oil Company. .This 
cut into the business of the great oil 
monopoly means the loss of many hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars yearly. 

“Until the Kankakee plant is well 
under way it will be impossible for the 
Cudahys to do much in the illuminat- 
ing oil business. However, they have 
started a big line of oil wagons in Chi- 
cago and are about to sell every gallon 
of refined oil that can be turned out 
of their other plant. It is their intention 
to push both branches of the trade in 
every direction as soon as their new 
plant is completed, and that they will 
prove serious rivals to the Standard Oil 
Trust is certain. No men in Chicago 
bear a stronger or higher reputation 
in commercial circles than do the 
Cudahys. That their integrity is be- 
yond question and that their ability is 
of the highest order is proved by the 
manner in which John Cudahy has 
made good the enormous losses he sus- 
tained in a land deal in August, 1893. 
When John Cudahy suspended payment 
during the panic of the World's Fair 
year his liabilities were, with one ex- 
ception, the largest of any man who 
ever failed on the Board of Trade. He 
owed $1,524,000. Though disasters were 
numerous around him he never lost his 
nerve, but looked his difficulties in the 
face and promised to surmount them. 
His confidence in himself soon extended 
to his creditors, and in less than thirty 
days he had effected a settlement by 
undertaking to pay 100 cents on the 
dollar. His notes indorsed by his 
brothers, Michael, Edward and Patrick 
Cudahy, were allowed to run five years 
without interest. Mr. Cudahy has never 
since failed to take up his notes when 
they became due, and today he is not 
only able to repay every cent of his in- 
debtedness, but is said to have in the 
neighborhood of $2,000,000 besides. He 
owns packing-houses in Louisville, 
Nashville and Fort Madison, Iowa. 

“Michael Cudahy was with P. D. Ar- 
mour for many years and invented oleo- 
margarine, butterine and sevéral other 
things which have revolutionized the 
packing business. He is now at the 
head of the Cudahy Packing Company, 
which has a big plant at Kansas City, 
and is worth at least $5,000,000.”’

NEW YORK MARKETS, 


Shares and Money.

NEW YORK, Feb. 18.—Today’s market for 
securities on the Stock Exchange was nota- 
ble for nothing but its excessive dullness, ab- 
sence of feature and the narrow limits of the 
trading and the range of prices. Even the 
Industrials, though they took up the bulk of 
what trading was done, were not largely 
dealt in. The market reflected no condition 
in the general outlook for business in the 
country, and was simply swayed by the 
manipulative efforts of room-traders. There 
was almost an entire absence of commission- 
house buying, showing the lack of any out- 
side interest >. the market. The bear ele- 
ment predominated and succeeded in depress- 
ing prices, but the result was that there was 
very little market for them. The market 
was depressed from the opening and there 
was selling of some international securities 
on foreign account. Practically all the rail- 
way reports received today show an encour- 
aging increase in earnings, but the railway 
list was unable to withstand the general 
apathy of the market and declined fraction- 
ally for the most part. The market developed 
a somewhat better tone in the later dealings. 
The bond market displayed decided firmness 
generally on a wider volume of trading, which 
embraced a number of the hitherto neglected 
issues. Oregon Short Line issues were heav- 
ily dealt in and rose 1 per cent. for the sixes 
and 2 per cent. for the sixes trust receipts. 
There was no news to account for the revival 
of strength and animation in these securities 
other than expected benefits to accrue from 
the industrial activity chronicled in the 
Northwest, and efforts pending to rehabilitate 
various railway rove tag ped traversing that re- 
gion. The sales were $1,443,004. 

The government bond anal continues to 
maintain a firm tone on good inquiry by 
financial institutions. The new fours as a 
rule absorb the bulk of the transactions, ana 
a disposition is noted to take considerable 
blocks of the other issues.

The latter 
item, however, had a boomerang effect, for 
it reduced the merchantable stock, and as 
the rejected flour was said to have been made 
from inferior winter wheat, it was taken as 
evidence that the demand for good Chicago 
wheat might be increased. Second cables and 
those following showed a steadily advancing 
tendency to the Liverpool market, and North- 
west receipts were again small, Duluth re- 
porting 49 cars and Minneapolis 133, a total 
of 182 cars, compared with 256 last week and 
334 on the corresponding day of the year be- 
fore. Receipts at Chicago were 29 cars. 
Atlantic port clearances were light, wheat and 
flour together ing only equal to 222,000 
bushels. New York reported that foreign ad- 
vices were generally bullish, but no accept- 
ances were received of yesterday's cable of- 
ferings. The closing cables were in the main 
firm, the only market showing weakness be- 
ing Antwerp. After the prices had touched 
7544@75% until near the close Liverpool re- 
ported a still furnisher advance, to which fact 
was ascribed the extra firmness of the last 
ten minutes.

PASADENA. 


GENERAL INTEREST IN THE PRO- 
POSED NEW TOURIST HOTEL. 


Neighborly Differences Which Cul- 

; minate in Heaving Rocks—Pub- 
lic Schools Will Commemorate 
Washington’s Birthday — Unique 
Entertainment Planned. 


PASADENA, Feb. 18.—[Regular Cor- 
Tespondence.] The project of building a 
fine tourist hotel is being quietly can- 
vassed among prominent citizens of 
Pasadena. Strong assurances of finan- 
cial support have already been given, 
and it is believed by those who have 
actively interested themselves in the en- 
terprise that there will be no difficulty 
in enlisting sufficient capital. The plan 
contemplates a hotel that shall be su- 
perior to any in Southern California. 
Necessarily the rates will be high, but 
every season brings an increasing num- 
ber of wealthy tourists, who demand 
accommodations superior to anything 
that is now afforded. A fine hotel, 
equipped with all the luxuries that this 
class of visitors expect, and situated 
in an attractive part of the city, with 
handsome grounds and surroundings, 
would give the city an enviable reputa- 
tion throughout the East. It would, 
moreover. be more than a mere stop- 
pas place en route to other resorts. 
isitors would come for the season as 
they go to the Flagler hotels at St. 
Augustine. 
Several] sites have been discussed, but 
the one which seems to meet with the 
greatest favor is Mrs. Reed’s place, 
“Carmelita.”’ If the property could be 
obtained it would be an ideal location. 
Prof. Lowe’s place on South Orange 
Grove avenue has also been suggested, 
but it is thought by many to. be too 
remote from the heart of the city. 
Rumors are heard from time to time 
that the Raymond Hotel may be re- 
built ere long, but no definite informa- 
tion is yet forthcoming. 
There can be no question that the city 
needs greaten hotel accommodations 
than it now has. The Green is already 
well filled, and most of the smaller 
hotels have little or no room to spare. 
Every day brings newcomers from the 
East, and many of them have gone on 
to Coronado because wnable to find 
suitable accommodations here. 
WHEN THE CLOUDS ROLL BY. 
Henry Cloud got into trouble Wednes- 
day night. About 11:30 o’clock M. 8. 
Ballard of No. 3814 Villa street tele- 
phoned that Cloud was bombarding his 
place with rocks. Officers Bristol and 
Pinkham went to the scene of hostili- 
ties and arrested Cloud, taking him to 
the City Jail where he was locked up for 
the night.

As a mutual ac- 
quaintance tersely observed: “‘Bal- 
lard and Wier love one another— 
nit.”” Heaving rocks is the only form of 
intercourse they practice. Ballard in- 
dulged in this little socia] amenity some 
time ago. Wier responded to the at- 
tention with an all-night serenade with 
cowbels. Ballard’s imagination was not 
sufficiently fertile to devise any new 
form of entertainment with which to 
jreciprocate, so he resorted to the police 
and had Wier fined $10. Naturally this 
'rankled in Wier’s heart, and though 
active hostilities ceased for a time, 

here was blood on the moon and trou- 
ble was plainly a-brewing. 

It is said that Cloud is simple-minded, 
and that Wier, taking advantage of 
this, made him the instrument of his 
vengeance and instigated the rock- 
throwing which caused Cloud’s arrest. —

RIVERSIDE. 


Water Question Unsettlied — Minor 
Items of News. 
RIVERSIDE, Feb. 18.—[{Regular Cor- 
respondence.] At the meeting of the 
City Trustees held Thursday morning 
the ordinance fixing water rates was 
introduced. The provision regarding 

water for irrigation is as follows: 

Water for irrigating purposes shall 
be delivered to consumers by the Riv- 
erside Water Company at the following 
rates to-wit: 

‘"Phree dollars ($3) per acre per an- 
num for all lands using water, and ten 
(10) ‘cents, per inch for all water deliv- 
ered to such lands from canals, and ten 
dollars ($10) per acre per annum for all 
lands supplied with water by pressure 
Dives:from the canals. And that there 
shall be no charge upon lands paying 
the rate.of $3 per acre for water used 
durine the months of November, De- 
cember, January, February and March,”

He has a neatly-printed la- 
bel, three inches by five, and one-fourth, 
with a neat border about one-fourth of 
an inch from the edges all around. At 


| the top of the label, in plain but attract- 


ive capital letters, is printed, “Gilt- 
Edge Farm Dairy Butter.” These words 
make one line the length of the label 
inside the border. Below, at the left 
hand, is a picture, or cut, one by one 
and one-fourth inches, of the portable 
creamery he uses. Below the balance of 
the head line, and at the right of the 
cut it is stated that the butter was 
made from cream raised in a certain 
portable creamery, the one shown. Be- 
low it is stated that it is from the farm 
of Leslie Fuller. Below that is the name 
of the grocer who handles the product. 
At the left of this announcement and 
just below the cut are two dotted lines, 
one below the other, at the left of the 
upper line is the word “Weight,” and 
at the left of the lower line the word 
“For.” e upper one is where the 
weight of the package is set down, and 
the lower the name of the dealer’s cus- 
tomer to whom it is to be delivered.

THE CITRUS FUNGUS SCARE UN- 


WARRANTED BY FACTS. 


Said to Be Due to Excessive Moist. 
ure on Diseased Trees — Flocks 
of Song Birds—Floods in the 
Streets. 


POMONA, Feb. 18.—{Regular Corre- 
spondence.] Some days since the San 
Francisco Examiner published a sensa- 
tional article regarding a fungus 
growth discovered on oranges and 
lemons in Southern California. Other 
papers have taken up the matter and 
the idea is gleaned that the seat of 
the trouble is the western portion of 
Los Angeles county, including this 
place and a number of neighboring 
towns. According to the Examiner, the 
disease is attracting wide aittention 
among the citrus-fruit growers of this 
locality. The Times’: correspondent has 
made a careful investigation through 
a half dozen towns in this section, and 
can find no warrant for a sensational! 
article on this subject. It is true that 
in one or two places a few lemon trees 
have been found on which the fruit 
has a foreign growth evidently of a 
fungus character, but that it has 
reached a serious stage, or is likely to 
do so, does not appear to be sustained 
by the facts. So far as can be learned, 
there are not a hundred trees so af- 
fected in the county, and there is no 
evidence that the disease is of a con- 
tagious character or due to any other 
cause than the exceptionally heavy 
rains of the presemt season acting on 
trees diseased. 

That. it is well to note the work of 
the fungus, if it is anything more than 
a species of de without gay- 
ing, hut there is neither alarm ‘nor 
Shadow of apprehension growing out 
of the late “discovery.”

A SERIOUS CHARGE. 


Three Boys Arrested for Assault 
with Intent to Marder. 

Three boys were arrested yesterday 
by Deputy Constable Mugnemi on a 
charge of assault with intent to com- 
mit murder on the person of Wesley 
Dodge, the young son of G. W. Dodge. 
The names of the Offenders are Norval 
Morgan, Willie Schumacher and Roy 
Jones. 

They were arraigned yesterfay aft- 
ernoon, and at first their bail was fixed 
at $5000, but afterward they were re- 
leased upon the agreement of their 
parents to produce them in court at 
the proper time. 

About ten days ago Wesley Dodge 
and some of his boy friends spent the 
afternoon playing ball on Wolfskil) 
avenue near Fourth street. On thei) 
way home they were attacked by the 
three boys, who were arrested yester- 
day, and pelted with stones. One of 
the missiles, which is said to have 
been thrown by Morgan, struck Wes- 
ley Dodge on the back of the head be- 
hind the ear. The little fellow fell to 
the ground unconscious, and was car- 
ried home. His scalp was badly cut anc 
his clothing was saturated with the 
blood that flowed from the ugly wound 


on his head. 
An examination showed that his. 
In spite of the 


skull was fractured. 
care of physicians, the boy grew rap- 
idly worse and twice his life has been 
despaired of. A great part of the time 
he is unconscious, and grave doubts arc 
entertained of his recovery. 

Yesterday morning G. W. Dodg 
Stated the facts to Assisfant District 
Attorney Williams an da complaint was 
issuéd, charging the three boys, Mor- 
gan, Schumacher and Jones, with as- 
sault with intent to commit murder 
If the injuries of young Dodge should 
prove fatal, the case will develop a 
very serious aspect for the boys unde: 
arrest. 


CANNOT GIVE BAIL. 


Hastings and His Assistant Still in 
Jail for Murder. 


Neither “Dr.” Calvin S. Hastingsénor 
Mrs. A. C. Weaver, who are charged 
with the murder of Lillian Hattery, 
has yet been able to secunre bail, and 
it is improbable that they will get out 
of jail before their preliminary ex- 
amination on Saturday morning. 

The colored girl, Fannie Norris, who 
was found in Hastings’s rooms in a 
precarious condition at the time of his 
arrest, is somewhat better, but is not 
yet considered out of danger. 

The police officers who have been 
working on the case think they have 
sufficient evidence to convict Hast- 
ings. There is no doubt that he has 
been engaged in illicit medical practice 
and that his den was used for that 
sort of business. It is said that four 
more cases similar to the Norris girl’s 
have been discovered in the city and 
another elsewhere.

Says He Forgot to Check Mrs. Read’s

Robert L. Barr, the man who failed 
to keep his marriage appointment with 
Mrs. Jane Read last Tuesday after- 
noon, and has since been accused of 
all kinds of confidential swindling by 
the woman he was expected to wed, 
was arrested Wednesday night in a 
lodging-house on South Spring street.

NEW FERRY STEAMER. 


THE SOUTHERN PACIFIC INCREASES 
ITS SERVICE, 


Better Facilities to Be Afforded for 
Transferring Between Oakland 
and San Francisco—Invention of 
a Railroad Bridge Joint. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 18.—The 
Southern Pacific Company is preparing 
to make an important improvement of 
its local broad-gauge ferry service be- 
tween San Francisco and Oakland. 
The increasing traffic between San 
Francisco and the towns on the east 
side of the bay, during certain hours 
of the day, has caused the Southern 
Paicfic Company to discover the need 
of better facilities for handling the 
business. 

The Southern Pacific directors have 
agreed that its ferry fleet is rapidly 
becoming inadequate for the purposes 
of the local traffic across the bay and 
that it must be enlarged without fur- 
ther delay. Tt has been agreed that 
an extra boat is needed to permit the 
running of boats every twenty minutes 
on the broad-gauge line during the 
busy hours of the morning and even- 
ing, and the Union Iron Works has 
been asked to furnish the company 
with plans of a modern and speedy steel 
vessel and an estimate of its cost. 
The new vessel will be a modern 
boat in every sense of the word. It 
will be a vessel of approximately the 
same displacement as the steamers 
Piedmont and Oakland, but with more 
cabin accommodations and more facii- 
ities for the comfort of passengers. It 
will be a screw steamer and, at the 
same time, a double-ender, and it will 
be equipped with boilers and machinery 
of sufficient horse power to make the 
trip between San Francisco and the 
Oakland mole, including the time con- 
sumed in starting and landing, within 
fiftee minutes. 

A RAILROAD INVENTION. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Feb. 18.—C. C. 
Wells of this city, has invented an ap- 
pliance for railway use that will in- 
terest those engaged in railway con- 
struction. It is called a railway joint 
bridge, and its great value lies in the 
fact that it entirely eradicates’ the 
pounding on the ends of the rails when 
a car passes on or off. 
The patent consists of a bridge joint, 
or connection, fitting in slots in the 
ends of the rails and taking the place 
of the ordinary fish-plate. The wheels 
never come in contact with the joint as 
a smooth rail surface is presented. The 
cost of the joint is said to be but little 
greater than that of the common fish- 
plate and is practically a continuous 
rail, with provisions made for expan- 
sion and contraction. 


ON THEIR METAL. 


The Association of Hardware Deal- 
ers of the Coast Meeta. 

The second semi-annual meting of 
the Pacific Hardware and Metal Asso- 
ciation, which was formed last year 
in San Francisco, opened yesterday in 
this city at the Wsetminster Hoetl.

The association is a branch of the na- 
tional organization and holds semi-an- 
nual meetings. It is composed of large 
jobbers in hardware, stoves and kin- 
dred articles on the Pacific Coast from 
Washington to Southern California, and 
has for the purpose a general confe 
ence among members as to business 
matters, such as rates of transporta- 
tion, terms, credits and any subjects 
of general interest which may arise 
from time to time.
